NEW ROCHELLE, N. Y., Sept. 15.— 
A fire believed to be of incendiary ori- 
gin destroyed the large department store 
of the Howard Ware Corporation, the 
stables of the James Butler Grocery 
Company, and part of the Coutant 
Pharmacy Building in this city to-night, 
entailing a loss of $00,000. The fire 


while under control, was still burning 
fiercely. 

The fire originated in the rear of the 
Ware store and spread rapidly, until 
the entire building extending from 
‘Main Street to Leroy Place was in 
flames. The flames were shooting 
through the roof when the firemen ar- 
tived. Mr. Ware said the blaze must 
have been the work of an incendiary | 
or due to defective wiring. He puts his 
loss at approximately $475,000. He | 
said while the flames were still raging | 
that he would begin plans at once to | 
open another store in this city. | 

Fire Chief James Ross summoned help | 
from Mount Vernon, and two engines | 
and a crew of twenty volunteer firemen 
responded. Frank Killdare, a member | 
of Neptune Fire Company, one of the | 
first of the voluateer firemen to arrive, | 
broke in a rear door of the Ware Build- 
ing and was knocked down by the rush 
of hot air. Policeman Thomas Kiernan 
and Adam Kistinger of the Relief En- 
gine Company ran into the burning | 


building and dragged Killdare out un- | 


eonscious. Kiernan and Kistinger were 
burned about the faces and hands. 

Miss Anna Chase, the cashier who 
was believed to be in the office of the | 
Ware store just before the fire was dis- | 
covered, had not been found at mid-/| 
night, and it was feared she was trapped | 
in the building. 

In addition to the Ware store the 
stable and the grocery store, the flames 
wrecked the florist shop of W. S, Hitch- 
cock, the store of the Independent Beef 
Company, and the grocery store of} 
George Ferguson & Co. Many families | 
who lived over these stores were made 
homeless by the flames. 

Twenty firemen were overcome while 
fighting the fire and they were carried 
into the Elks’ Clubhouse, which was 
turned into a temporary relief station, 
both for the families made homeless 
and the firemen who had been over-| 
come. Ambulances were summoned from | 
the New Rochelle Hospital, and all the | 
available doctors and nurses at the hos- | 
pital came with them.

The Bishop of Mainz, in a cable mes- 
gage to the Vicar General of the 
Diocese of New York, said yesterday 
that Schmidt had been arrested by the 
Police in 190% for frauds, and that he 
escaped punishment by being declared 
insane by the courts. 

Soon after ne was suspended Schmidt 


came to this country. In spite of the 
fact that his priestly function had been 
taken away, he succeeded, with the help 
of his fictitious credentials, in being as- 
signed to serve as pastor of St. Fran- 
eis’s Church on Green Street, Trenton, 
N. J., during the illness of the pastor. 
Bishop James A. McFau! of the Diocese 
of Trenton made public yesterday a lei- 
ter which he sent to Schmidt in Decem- 
ber, 1910. The letter sald: 


You are herebdy notified to leave this 
diocése immediately. It is evident that you 
are wanting in common sense and, there- 
fore, I do not desire to have anything 
more to do with you. 


The offense committed by Schmidt di- 
Tectly before his banishment from the 
Diocese of Trenton was that of per- 
forming a marriage ceremony without;

This danger seemed so real to Coroner 
Feinberg and Assistant District Attor- 
ney Deacon Murphy yesterday that they 
planned to use Schmidt himself to estab- 
lish the corpus delicti. Yesterday morn- 
ing Lieut. Clinton Woods was sent over 
to take the body from_ the’ Hoboken 
Morgue to the Bellevue Motgue in this 
city. It was intended to take Schmidt} 
from the Tombs to identify the body. 
Schmidt told Coroner Feinberg on Sun- 
day that he would be able to make the 
identification. 

When Lieut. Woods arrived at the 
Hoboken Morgue, however, Coroner 
Schlernm refused to permit the body to 
be taken away. Even though the crime 
had been committed in New York State, 
the laws of New Jersey, he said, re- 
quired that an inquest should be held 
there because the body had been found 

Schmidt has passively done whatever 
the police have requested of him, with- 
out making any oe to build up a de- 
fense for himself, unless the prosecut- 
ing authorities are right in believing 
that he is shamming insanity. Prob- 
ably Schmidt would have done what he 
was told without demur if he were 
asked to identify the remains. 

“YT tried to impress upon him,” sald 
Mr. Koelble, “‘ that his life depended on 
his following instructions, But he re 
no attention to me. He Will do nothing 
to protect his rights, and I cannot force 
him to obey me.”’ 


Girl Identifies the Body. 


Without using Schmidt, however, the 
prosecution obtained an identification 
of the body which is believed to be suf- 
ficient, to establish the corpus delicti. 
Anna Hirt of 201 East Eighty-fifth 
Street, who was a servant in the ret- 
tory of the Church of St. Boniface, 
where Anna Aumuller had been em- 


ployed, visited the Hoboken Morgue. 
Before seeing the body she said that 
there was a brown mark on the chest of 
the Aumuller girl. When she was 
shown the torso by County Physician 
G. W. King she pointed out the mark 
she had described. 

“That is Anna,”’ she said. “I could 
not be mistaken about that mark,” 
.Miss Hirt did not remember seeing 
the blue birthmark on the dead wo- 
man’s shoulder. The mayk which Miss 
Hirt pointed out had not been noticed 
by the autopsy physicians and other 
authorities who had seen the body. 
Coroner Schlemm said last night that 
he would hold the inquest on Thursday 
night. The only witnesses who will tes- 
tify at this time will be surgeons, to 
show the cause of death; Miss Hirt, 
to identify the body, and detectives to 
tell of Schmidt's confession. It is be- 
lieved that at the end of the hearing the 
body will be turned over to the author- 
ities of this city. Coroner Feinberg will 
probably begin the inquest immediately, 
though he said last night that nothing 
would be determined upon until after 
arrival to-morrow of District At- 


Mr. Koelble said yesverday that he 
would seek no delays, and would be 
ready for trial as soon as the State was. 
Mr. Koelble intimated that, in view of 
the doubtful mental state of his client, 
the best outcome might be his pleading 
guilty to murder in the second degree 
and receiving a sentence of life impris- 
orment, We said: 

“Tf a lunacy commission comes unani- 
mously to the conclusion that Schmidt 
is sane, I] .would be disposed to accept 
that verdict and give up the insanity 
plea. If there were a shadow of doubt 
in the commission’s findings, however, 
I would undertake to prove him insane 
before a jury. I am sure, though, that 
a commission would declare him legally 
insane. 


Replies of the Prisoner, 


‘When I asked him to-day if he 
wished to retain me as his lawyer, he 
said that he cared for no one to take 
up his case but Abraham. But finally 
he agreed to retain me until Abraham 


appeared for him.” 

‘‘T told him that he faced the charge 
of first-degree murder and the electric 
chair. He simply looked at me wearily. 
Not a muscle of his face moved. 

‘* Next I suggested to him that his 
friends thought he must be insane if 
he committed this.act. This suggestion 
aroused him. He denied vigorously that 
there was anything wrong with him. 

‘“* That is absurd,’ he said. ‘If there 
is anything you can be sure of it is that 
there is no trace of insanity in me.’ 

‘‘T asked him if an uncle of his had 
not committed suicide. He admitted that 
this was true, but said that his uncle 
was quite sane, and added that no mem- 
ber of his family had ever been insane. 
Then he talked to me for a while about 
the intended sacrifice of Isaac by Abra- 
ham, and contended chat he himself 
was under inspiration when he murdered 
the girl. 

‘‘T offered him one of the mornin 
papers and asked if he wanted to rea 
what it said about him. He shook his 
head. I read the headlines to him, but 
he showed no interest. Suddenly he 
leaned forward and took it out of my 
hand. <A picture of Anna had caught 
his eye and he looked at it for a long 
time and then kissed it. 

“I took this case largely to show 
that a sensational case like this can go 
through the courts, with justice to the 
defendant and justice to the _ people, 
and without scandalous delays. The trial 
will not be held up OF BY. technical 
controversies, if I can help it. On the 
other hand, I wish to make sure that 
the man will have all his rights. 

‘I used, to know Schmidt fairly well 
having met him several times when f 
lectured at gatherings of German Cath- 
olics. I am acquainted with oy who 
were his friends, who thought highly 
of him, and who were amazed beyond 
belief when they read of his crime and 
of the life he had been leading. Schmidt 
has not a cent, as far as I know, and 
no money will be oor rpg his defense.

As Mayor of this city rnrough the calam- 
ity of his death, I feel that next Monday, 
the day of his funeral, should be observed 
throughout the city as generally as pos- | 
sible as a day of mourning. I thefefore re- 
quést the citizens of this city, as a mark 
or respect to his memory, to place all flags | 
at half-mast on tnat day, and would sug- 
gest a suspensiom of al! business for a period 
of one hour whiie the zuneral ceremony is 
being held. 

I have ordered that all city departments 
except those which it is necessary to keep 
open for the public convenience shall be 
closed for the entire day. 

{ belleve that this is as Hittle as can be 
done to honor the memory of the man who 
performed such tasting service for our 
city, and who is so unfversally beloved by 
ail its people. 

Furthermore, I desire to announce that 
until after the funeral only the necessary 
routine business of this office will be 
transacted. While the body of our Iate 
Mayor is on the ocean bound for this city, 
and wntil after the funeral ceremonies, I 
feel it to be only fitting that his memory 
should be honored in this way.

“We knew Judge Gaynor as a lawyer 
and as a Judge. As a lawyer he was a 
master of compact and lucid stavement, 
always direct minded and an honorable, 
but a dangerous adversary. As a Judge 
he was perhaps the most striking fig- 
ure in the State. He seemed to love 
work. To him nothing was law that 
was not reason. He was a_hater of 
shams and technicalities. Where ho 
was Judge, justice was never strangled 
in a web of law. He had no patience 
with a negligent and unready lawyer, 
hut a Man with an_ honest case well 
prepared found in Judge Gaynor's court 
a sure haven in which he got speedy 
and exact justice. 

‘Of his great public career and serv- 
ice te the community proper tribute 
will doubtless be paid elsewhere. In 
noting his passing away we recall him 
as industrious and just, a courageous 
and faithful Judge. In the court where 
he presided, wrong, no matter how ably 
defended, was never victorious, and 
right, no matter how feebly upheld, 
never went down in defeat.’

J. Vosler, Superintendent of the 
State Insectary, shipped two crates of 
ladybugs last week to the Chicago gath- 
ering, and they will be exhibited there 
in a refrigerator with a glass front as 
an illustration of what this State has 
done to aid the farmers in the fight 
against the parasites which attack orch-

effectiveness of refrigeration as a help

erra Nevada Mountains and shipped to 
this city.

Beginning April 1, 
the insects are removed from the re- 
frigerators and turned loose to fight 
the parasites.

HE WAS MADE A MANDARIN | 


J. J. Rule Decorated for Bravery in! 
Hot Battle with Cutthroats | 
on the West River. 


A man atrived at the Waldorf yester- | 
day who spent six years looking for 
pirates and smugglers in the Mar East. 
He is J. J. Rule, an American, who is 
assistant manager for the Standard Oil 
Company at Canton, China, and under 
the Impertal Government he held the 
rank of mandarin of the sixth class. 
This was awarded him as a result of a 
fight on the West River some years 
ago, when he helped fight and capture 
a lot of pirates who were about to seize 
a river steamer. 

Mr. Rule has lived in Southern China 
Seventeen years, and a good part of 
that time he spent im the Chinese 
customs service. He speaks Chinese 
fluently. He says he would feel as safe 
in the interior of China, even during a 
revolution, as anywhere else in the} 
world, because a foreigner who speaks 
the language and knows Chinese cus- 
toms is secure when traveling in the 
country awiy from the seaboard. 

“Il left Canton the latter part of 
May,” said Mr, Rule yesterday. ‘‘\That 
was, of course, before the latest trou- 
bles came up. Business at that time | 
Was about normal, considering the state | 
of affairs that then existed. | 

“Pirates on the Pearl River? Well, | 
they call them pirates, but they are 
hardly pitates of the ol@ school, such | 
as used to prowl about the coast of | 
“= | 
China. You see, a gang of them gets 
some inside information that a certain 
steamer is carrying treasure, and it gets | 
on the boat as passengers at some 
Port; and then, after overpowering the 
crew and beaching the craft the pirates i 
take to the shore and scatter all over | 
the province. It is next to impossible to 
run them down collectively. 

‘I had to come into contact with 
some of those fellows when I was in 
the Chinese customs service. I was on} 
duty up the West River for five years, | 
and then for a year and a half I was 
on the frontier back of Macao. That 
is where most of the smuggling is done, 
and Wwe had to keep a sharp lookout 
for opium coming in and also rice for 
Junks going out loaded with contraband 
grain. We had a mixed guard’ of In- 
dians and Chinamen, at first, and they 
ssed to say that one nationality was 
employed to keep the other awake. But 
sincé the dispute with Portugal over the 
boundary ot Macao 1 understand they 
have come to employ only Chinese, 

! ‘Things happened in those days, but 
the hottest time we had with the pi- 
tates was at Samshui, when [ was cn 
duty up the West River. A lot of cut- |} 
throats had gone on board a steamer | 
at Wuchow, ostensibly as passengers 
dound for Hongkong. We had word)! 
that they intended to take possession 
of her, so the Chinese harbor master and 
I with a small force of men, went on!

President Hanley, in a_e statement 
issued at Indianapolis on Saturday, as- 
serted that he had not beaten his father, 
but had “switched and spanked”’ his 
Parent for ill-treatment of his mother 
and other members of his family. In 
this. statement he recited what he 
termed ‘abuse of his mother by his 


father, and asserted that ke should have 
taken a nand in the matter years before.

FLAGS TO FLOAT AT 
PRIMARIES TO-DAY 


National Emblem Will Be Dis- 
played in Accordance with 
New Law. 


BALLOTS OF MANY COLORS 


Green for the Democrats, Pink for 
Republicans, and Yellow for 
independence League. 


Throughout the city to-day the elect- 
ors will go to the polls and under the 
provisions of the primary law will 
nominate the candidates on the mu- 
nicipal, county, and borough tickets, 
and the candidates for Assembly select- 
ed by the various designating commit- 
tees. For the first time an American 
flag will be displayed in front of every 
polling place. ‘his is in accordance 
with the provisions of a law signed by 
Gov. Sulzer on June 2 last. The new 
law provides that the national emblem 
shall be displayed not only in front of 
every polling place in primary elections, 
but in general elections as well. In the 


City of New York tnere are 1,780 polling 
places, and in the entire State the num- 
ber is 4,900. The Board of Elections will 
withhold the pay of the Chairman of 
the Board of Election Inspectors in 
every election district until the flag and 
other election paraphernalia are re- 
turned. 

Six parties instead of the usual five 
will nominate their candidates for the 
forthcoming campaign to-day. The add- 
ed party is the National Progressive, 
which did not acquire legal standing as 
a political party until after election last 
November. This necessitated a special 
enrollment last Spring in order that the 
Bull Moose followers might vote under 
their party emblem to-day. The re- 
maining five parties which will partici- 
pate in toe-day’s primaries are the Re- 
publican, Democratic, Socialist, Prohi- 
bition, and Independence League. 

Because the designation of James A. 
Allen as Mayoralty candidate of the In- 
dependence League reached the office of 
the Board of Elections after the print- 
ers had started work on. the ballots, 
stickers have been printed and the name 
of Mr. Allen will be pasted at the top 
of the column by the Election Inspect- 
ors after they have opened their sup- 
ply of ballots at the polling places. 

The polls will open at 3 o’clock this 
afternoon and will remain open until 9 
o’clock to-night. In the even-numbered 
election districts the Democrats will 
vote at the usual polling places and 
the members of the other parties will 
vote in the usual polling places of the 
nearest odd-numbered election district. 

The voters will make nominations to- 
day of candidates to fill two Supreme 
Court vacancies, and will also nominate 
a successor to Stephen J. Stilwell as 
Senator in the Twenty-first Senatorial 
District. 

The vacancy in Congress caused by 
the resignation of Francis Burton Har- 
rison, who has been appointed Gov- 
ernor General of the Philippines, will be 
filled at the general election, although 
designees for the seat will not appear 
on the ballots to-day. The Secretary 
of State has ordered special meetings 
held of the Designating Committees of 
the various parties in the Twentieth 
Congressional District to make selec- 
tions for his place. 

Nothing as yet has been done about 
nominating a successor in Congress to 
Timothy D. Sullivan. 

"Ihe death of Mayor Gaynor does not 
affect to-day’s primary elections, as 
his nominating petitions were for a 
place on the general election ballot. 

In order to simplify the work of the 
election officials the various party bal- 
lots in to-day’s primaries will be of dif- 
fering colors, as follows: Democratic, 
green: Republican, pink; Independence 
seague, yellow; Socialist, buff, Prohi- 
bition, mandarin, and National Pro- 
gressive, light blue. 


GAYNOR MEN ARE AT ODDS. 


Committee Will Determine Upon 
Future Course of Action. 


On the part of the political supporters 
of the late Mayor Gaynor there was a 
marked inclination yesterday to drop 
discussion until after the Mayor's fu- 
neral next Monday. There was besides 
a feeling that it would be wise to await 
the revelations to be made to-day of the 
real opinions of the electorate at the 
primaries. 

The Gaynor headquarters at the Hotel 
Breslin was closed, it was announced, 
until the end of the week. No one will 
be surprised if the headquarters is not 
opened again. R. Ross Appleton, Presi- 
dent of the Gaynor League, issued a 
statement in which he said that the 
Mayor could hav@ no successor. A num- 
ber of the organizations which had 
helped to form the league met yester- 
day in the offices of William Lustgarten 
at 67 William Street and formaliy re- 
solved to carry into effect the Mayor’s 
wishes. These they defined as keeping 
the city from falling into the hands of 
certain corrupt politicians, so that al- 
thugh Mr. Lustgarten said all political 
debate was to be avoided this week, it 
appears that the organizations repre- 
sented will oppose the Tammany ticket. 

Mr. Appleton returned yesterday from 
the Adirondacks, where he was when 
the news of the death of the Mayor 
was received. In expressing’ yesterday 
the opinion that it was impossible to 
find a candidate to take Mr. Gaynor’s 
place? he said: 

“I can only say that in my opinion 
Judge Gaynor has no duplicate. ‘There\ 
is no one to take his place. The Gay- 
nor League was formed to nominate and 
elect him. Its inspiration was Gaynor. 
He is dead. i have no heart to look for 
a successor, no desire to attempt the 
impossible.” 

Mr. Lustgarten yesterday fired an- 
other broadside at Kk ire Commissioner 
Jchnson, although he said that there 
was no sense in entering ‘‘into a. per- 
sonal squabble with a political hireling 
of the Johnson type.” He asserted that 
it had not been the desire of the Munic- 
ipal Democracy or himself to do or say 
anything until after the Mayors 
funeral, until, as he said, the Commis- 
sioner ‘‘had been discovered ‘ casting 
lots upon the garments’ of the dead 
Mayor within an hour after the con- 
firmation of the Mayor's death.” 

** My presence at the Gaynor head- 
quarters inthe Hotel Breslin,’’ Mr. Lust- 
garten went on, ‘“‘ was not because of 
any friendship for Johnson or speaking 
acquaintance with the gentlemen form- 
ing the Mayor Gaynor Fusion and Nomi- 
nating League. I was there at the per- 
sonal behest and request of Mayor Gay- 
nor. On Sunday, Aug. 31, I called on 
the Mayor at his home in St. James. ft 
spent several hours with him, and he 
urged upon me the necessity of being 
constantly at headquarters and watching 
every move that was being made, for 
he was afraid of being ‘sold out.’ ” 

Mr. Lustgarten thereupon called a 
meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the Municipal Democracy, at which, aft- 
er a_resolution of regret at the death of 
the Mayor had been adopted, it was de- 
cided to pledge the support of the or- 
ganization to the Fusion ticket. The 
reasons for this move were explained in 
a formal motion. 

The organization wag, it was said, 
now limited in its choiceéto the support 
of a ticket headed by a man “ who has 
on many occasions spoken harshly and 
unjustly of our dead leader,’’ or a ticket 
made up of men ‘‘ whose treachery and 
injustice in denying Mayor Gaynor his 
well-earned renomination was the prox- 
imate cause of his sudden death.”’ 

As in his last speech Mayor Gaynor 
had referred to Tammany as the enemy, 
and as he would in the opinion of the 
organization undoubtedly have united 
all the anti-Tammany elements, now 
they could, they considered, do nothing 
else but support the Fusion candidates 
as the one strong anti-Tammany force. 

In Mr. Lustgarten’s office there was 
a meeting later of representatives of 
the County Club of New York, the Will- 
lamsburg Association, the Williamsburg 
Professional Men, the People’s League, 
the Gaynor Club of the Twenty-eighth 
District, the Business men’s Progressive

John H. Leach, representin the 
Woddhaven Gaynor League, said that 
his orepnieatee could not support Mr. 
Mitchel, but all discussion was cut off 
at this juncture as unseemly, and the 
delegates present adopted a resolution 
saying simply that two representatives 
of each of these organizations should 
form a committee to carry into effect 
Mayor Gaynor’s wishes. 

This committee, it appeared yesterday, 
eannot rely on the support of the Gay- 
nor League of Foreign Born Citizens, 
of which Joseph Barondess is the head. 
He said that he would work with 
neither Mr. Johnson-nor Mr. Lustgar- 
ten, but would probably none the less 
support Mr. Mitchel. 3 

“After ail,’’ he said, “the main-is- 
sue is to defeat Tammany Hall.” 

Leonard M. Wallstein. one of the 
County Committeemen of the National 
Progressive Party, expressed the opin- 
ion vesterday that it would be illegal 
for Commissioner Johnson to substitute 
the name of any other candidate for 
that of Mayor on the nominating peti- 
tions unless he obtained new signa- 
tures.

TO FIGHT GAYNOR’S FIGHT. 


Clews Says Mayor’s Friends Will 
Keep After Grafters.

SARATOGA, Sept. 15.—Henry Clews 
in discussing the New York Mayoralty 
situation to-day said that the Gaynor 
party would not die with the Mayor. 
Mr. Clews had reference to the Gaynor 
Fusion and Nominating League, ~with 
which many other organizations were af- 
filiated. 

“We cannot hope to find a man equal 
to the Mayor.”’ said Mr. Clews, ‘‘ but we 
shall not give up our resolve to remain 
a separate party, and aid in every way 
possible the cause of good government 
in New York. We are organized now, 
and we will remain organized. If we 
can’t get a Mayoralty candidate, and I 
fear it will be a hard job, we shall re- 
main in statu quo, continuing our ex- 
istence and fighting for the good of the 
city all the time. 5 

‘““Mr. Schiff, Mr. Ridder, and myself 
are determined upon this.

ALLEN CHARGES TRICKERY. 


No Plan, He Says, to Turn League 
Over to Tammany. 


James A. Allen, the Independence 
League candidate for Mayor, replied 
angrily last night to the suggestion 
that because he had recommended that 
the league’s members should vote _ to- 
day for one Tammany designee for Gen- 
eral Sessions Judge and for the Tam- 
many designee for City Court Judge in 
place of C. C. Nott and William L. 
Ransom, the Fusion neminees, he was 
going over body and soul to Tammany 
Hall. He was only urging, he main- 
tained, the exercise of the rights con- 
ferred by the direct nominations law, 
and he described it as pathetic to see 
John J. Hopper, the Independence 
League County Chairman, ‘‘ so subserv- 
ient to bossism.’’ 

‘‘In response to the statements con- 
tained in the newspapers of this morn- 
ing to the effect that an effort is be- 
ing made to turn the Independence 
League over to Tammany Hall,” said 
Mr. Allen last night, ‘‘I desire to say 
that that is a dishonest construction 
of the effort of myself and friends to 
maintain the pri~ iples and self-respect 
of the league, ana ‘s meant to be a dis- 
honest construction of such effort.’ 

Then Mr. Allen went on to say in his 
formal statement that ‘‘this hue and 
cry of turning the league over to Tam- 
many Hall’’ was meant to deter the 
league from taking advantage of the 
direct primary law, and ‘‘the hope of 
thereby driving them into ratifying at 
the polls trickery on the part of the 
Fusion Committee of 110, which would 
not be tolerated even in Tammany Hall.’ 

In his formal statement Mr. Allen 
foes on to say that he has no objec- 
tion whatever to the nomination for 
Judge of General Sessions of William 
H. Wadhams, as he considers him in 
every way qualified, personally and 
rofessionally, but he criticises the des- 
gnations of Assistant District Attorney 
Nott for the same court, and Wiiliam 
L. Ransom for the City Court. 

‘““We were and are,” ne goes on, 
*“‘opposed to the selection of Mr. Car- 
dozo for the Supreme Court, to Mr. 
Nott for General Sessions, and to Mr. 
Ransom _ for the City Court, because 
their selections were involved in such 
trickery, treachery and dishonor, (for 
which, however, they were in no wise 
to blame personally,) as would not be 
countenanced even in Tamimany Hall.”’ 

Then Mr. Allen takes a slap at Mr. 
Hopper, County Chairman of the party 
which has designated him, and accuses 
him of subserviency to bossism. This is 
what he says: 

“The most pathetic thing about the 
whole matter is to see John J. Hopper, 
who has labored for many years to 
procure the enactment of a direct nomi- 
nations law, berome so soothed into 
subserviency to bossism by nomination 
at the hands of the Fusion Committee 
as to seek to nullify the effect of that 
law now that it is obtained by making 
the unfounded charge of an attempt by 
Tammany Hall to steal ‘our primaries.” 

To all members of the league Mr. 
Allen sent yesterday a circular signed 
by himself and twelve other members, 
includitig Deputy County Clerk Char'es 

Gehring, James A. Donegan, who 
once ran for the City Court on the 
league ticket, and Abraham G. Meyer, 
in which they are advised to write on 
the primary ballots to-day the names of 
Warren W. Foster for General Sessions 
and Robert L. Luce for the City Court. 
Sample primary ballots marked to show 
how the changes may be made are in- 
cluded. 


PROGRESSIVES HAVE FEARS. 


Hear Republicans Will Try to Have 
Their Candidates Written In. 


The Executive Committee of the Pro- 
gressive Party in New York County met 
at their headquarters in Washington 
Square yesterday and discussed reports 
that the Republicans at the primaries 
to-day might attempt to steal the Pro- 
gressive designations for Assembly and 
Aldermen by havigg the voters write in 
on the Progressive ballots the names of 
the Republican candidates. 

Badges were given to the district lead- 
ers and the watchers at the polls, and 
they were instructed to watch .each 
voter carefully, and if any attempt at 
fraud was discovered to have the voter 
arrested, 

The report that Job E. Hedges would 
be selected to run Mr. Mitchel’s cam- 
paign was also discussed. The Progress- 
ives are against the selection of Mr. 
Mitchel, it was sald, because they feel 


that they should have a share in the 
running of the campaign. 


HAS PLAN TO BEAT POUNDS. 


Democratic Candidate Arouses 
Anger of Moose Leaders in Kings. 


Supporters of Lewis H. Pounds, des- 
ignated by the Fusionists for Borough 
President of Brooklyn, were perturbed 
yesterday when they learned that 
Frank Mann, the Democratic candidate 
for the office, was seeking to defeat 
Mr. Pounds for the Progressive nomi- 
nation in the ,primaries to-day. Mr. 
Mann has been sending circulars to the 
rank and file of the Progressives, over- 
looking the leaders, asking them to write 
his name tc the blank space on the bal- 
lot opposite the printed name of Mr. 
Pounds.

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THAW IN HANDS 
OF U. §. MARSHAL 


He Will Be “Taken Before a 
Federal Judge To-day and 
Jerome Will Contest Writ. 


ECHO OF THE POKER GAME 


Carfadian Constable Who Arrested 


Jerome Crosses Line and Is 


Locked Up on Old Charge. 


Special to The New York Times. 

COLEBROOK, N. H., Sept. 15.—Harry 
K. Thaw has passed into the hands of 
the Federal authorities, and what may 
be the last leg of his fight for liberty 
will begin to-morrow morning. United 
States Marshal E. P. Nute arrived in 
Colebrook during the afternoon, armed 
with an order of the United States Dis- 
trict Court, directing that he take 
charge of Thaw with Sheriff Drew. 
The Sheriff was out of town, and was 
not served until 8 o’clock to-night. 

Marshal Nute will take Thaw to Lit- 
tleton to-morrow morning on an early 
train, and will produce him before 
Judge Aldrich at 11 o’clock, when ar- 
guments will be heard on the Federal 
writ of habeas corpus. 

Mr. Jerome predicted to-day that there 
would be no long delay. He tried to end 
the case Saturday night by sending Ber- 
nard Jacobs to Concord with the extra- 
dition papers signed by Acting Gov. 
Glynn. He hoped that the Governor 
would sign the papers immediately, but 
this request was refused, 

Mr. Jerome said he would appear in 
court to-morrow and ask that an ad- 
journment be refused on the writ. He 
will argue that the writ was sued out,in 
bad faith, and said he was confident it 
would be dismissed. 

Thaw probably will be taken from 
Littleton to Concord to-morrow night 
for the hearing on the question of extra- 
dition before Gov. Felker on Wednesday 
morning. 

Mr. Jerome believes that the hearing 
will occupy only a short time. If Thaw 
is ordered extradited and the Federal 
warrant is dismissed, he will endeavor 
to get possession of Thaw and carry 
him to New York State before another 
writ can be sued out by Thaw’s law- 
yers. With the Federal courts taking 
cognizance of the case for the first time, 
it is felt here that Thaw's lawyers must 
put aside hope of long delay. Some ef 
Thaw's lawyers are now in Concord en- 
deavoring to arrange for a further ap- 


peal to the courts in the event that they 
lose the fight before the Governor. 


Jerome’s Foe Arrested. 


Constable John G. Andrews of Coati- 
cook, Quebec, the man who arrested Mr. 
Jerome because he played poker a week 
ago last Thursday, appeared in the 
limelight again to-day, much to his dis- 


comfiture. Andrews dropped into town 
to bid Thaw good-bye and found that 
he had walked into a trap. To-night he 
was detained on an old charge that he 
had brought a pauper into the United 
States. 

Sitting in the lobby of the Monadnock 
Hotel, where Thaw was under guard, 
tthe grizzled old constable—he is 75— 
scratched his head reflectively when 
asked why he had been arrested. 

**T dunno,”’ he replied. ‘‘ Maybe you 
can help me out and tell me why.’’ 

It turned out that Andrews owed his 
undoing to the fact that he had played 
so prominent a part in placing New 
York State’s Deputy Attorney General 
in a cell of the Coaticook Jail the day 
after the poker game, 

When he was released on ball Mr. Je- 
rome went to Nortons Mills, Vt., be- 
lieving that Thaw would be deported 
summarily. He met George R. Allen, 
United States Immigration Inspector, 
who told him of the charge hanging 
over Andrews. Allen said that he would 
arrest the constable if he could induco 
him to come into the United States. 


Strays into Trap. 


Constable Andrews drove into Cole- 
brook by automobile early this after- 
noon with his wife and two friends. He 
was born at East Columbia, eight miles 
from here in New Hampshire, and knew 
half the residents of Colebrook. Capt. 
John Lanyon, Mr. Jerome’s private de- 
tective, saw him discussing the Thaw 
case with a little group of men in front 


of the Post Office. He telephoned to 
Inspector Allen, who was at Island 
Pond, and received instructions to have 
the constable watched. _ Allen said he 
would come with the warrant. 

Chief of Police Kelly shadowed the 
constable so successfully that Andrews 
began to suspect that somethin was 
wrong. He nudged his wife and they 
edged over toward the automobile. 
Then Kelly stepped forward and tapped 
Andrews on the shoulder. 

‘What's the matter, Charlie?’”’ asked 
the constable with a sickly smile. 

‘“‘Don’t know,’ said Chief Kelly. 
“But they want you.” 

Arm in arm Kelly and Andrews start- 
ed for the Monadnock Hotel, with Capt. 
Lanyon following. Chief Kelly picked 
out the most conspicuous place in the 
hotel lobby, and seated Andrews there. 
Mr. Jerome passed by, gave Andrews a 
glance, and hurried his steps. The crowd 
of men in the lobby laughed. 

“Do you think Mr. Jerome had any- 
thing to do with this?’’ Andrews was 
asked. 

“T wouldn’t express an opinion,”’ he 
replied. “If I did and I was wrodng lL 
wouldn’t be able to go to him and ask 
him to forgive me. He would be away. 

“T didn’t treat him bad in Coaticook. 
Why, I fought the people away when 
they wanted to squint at him through 
the cell bars, thinking he looked like 
something on exhibit there. I told them 
I wouldn't let any of them ever have 
the right to say they had seen Jerome 
behind the bars.” 

Thaw was told of Andrews’s predica- 
ment and at once offered to defend him. 
As a result Ira Oakes, one of the Thaw 
counsel, was put on the case. Inspector 
Allen arrived in town. at 8:30 o'clock to- 
night by automobile and took charge of 
Andrews. It is understood that the 
constable was indicted by the Federal 
Grand Jury at Windsor some time ago 
on the allegation that he and another 
man had sent a penniless woman over 
the line to Reading, Mass., on an excur- 
sion train. 


THAW’S MOTHER TO BUILD. 


Work Starts on $100,000 House in 
Southampton Colony. 

Work has been started on a $100,000 
house for J. Copley Thaw, brother of 
Harry K. Thaw, at Southampton, L, I. 
The house will cccupy a site fronting 
on the Gin Road The J. Doll Con- 
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struction Company has the contract. for 
building the house, which is expected 
to be ready for occupancy by next Sum- 
mer. 

Edmund T. Twining is also building a 
$100,000 house at Great Plains, not far 
from the Thaw site. 


PLAN NEW SANITY TEST. 


Thaw to be Held for Conspiracy if 
He Is Brought Back.

BEACON, N. Y., Sept. 15.—That Will- 
fam Travers Jerome will endeavor to 
have Harry K. Thaw brought back on 
the conspiracy charge and not because 
of insanity is asserted by persons in 
close touch with every move being 
made in the Thaw case. Sheriff Horn- 
beck has a warrant charging Thaw! 
with conspiracy. If Thaw is turned 
over to the New York State authorities 
it will be on this charge, it is asserted. 
The plan is to bring Thaw to the 
Dutchess County jail on the conspiracy 
charge. He then will be examined by | 
two physicians and if found insane will 
be committed to Matteawan. Thaw’s 
lawyers always have made much of 
the fact that he was not being confined 


as a criminal because he had been ac- 
quitted by a jury. Should he be com- 
mitted to Matteawan after arrest on the 
conspiracy charge and examination, his 
status would be the same as that of 
other patients.

MISOTHORIUM FUNDS 


Cities Devote Public Money to 
Purchase of Alleged Panacea 
for Cancer. — 


SUBSTANCE IS VERY COSTLY 


Physicians Favor Movement; Sur- 
geons Skeptical—One Patient 
Swallowed the Misothorium. 


By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Tele- 
graph to The New York Times. 

LONDON, Tuesday, Sept. 16—A 
telegram from Munich to The Times 
says: 

“ All Germany is obsessed with the 
idea of procuring misothorium as a 
panacea for cancer, It {fs stated tu 
have the power of emanating rays 
similar to but much more effective 
than those of radium. Its cost seems 
almost as .great. 

“The substance is derived from 
thorium. It is used in tiny portions 
inclosed in a silver covering, in which 
extremely small holes are pierced. The 
silver box is then placed upon the 
part affected with cancerous growth. 
and it is said slowly but effectually 
to remove traces of the disease. 

“There is hardly an important town 
in the country which has not voted a 
large sum from the public funds for 
the purpose of purchasing some of 
the costly material. Where public 
funds are not forthcoming, concerts, 
bazaars, and such Ifke means are 
adopted for the raising. of money. for 
the purpose, 

“Medical men to whom I have 
spoken seemed to favor the move- 
ment for procuring misothorium, but 
I have not been fortunate enough tu 
meet a medical man who has actually 
tried it. 

“Surgeons, on the other hand are 
not unanimous in their opinions. A 
leading surgeon informed me that so 
far as he could judge, the new product 
might have beneficial effects in many 
cases, just as radium was also benefi- 
cial, but he could find no proof that it 
was an actual panacea. In fact, he 
was rather skeptical about the claims 
made for it. This view is also taken 
by one or two leading practitioners in 
the north. 

“A surgeon referred to one case of 
gastro-cancer where the misothorium 
box, to which a cord was attached, 
was then lowered into the stomach, 
The patient bit through the cord and 
swallowed it. He was immediately 
operated upon for the purpose of re- 
covering the valuable box.” 


15 KILLED IN HOUSE’S FALL. 


Explosion of a Gas Main at Coburg 
Causes Collapse of Building. 


COBURG, Sept. 15.—Eight persons are 
known to have been killed, the bodies of 
seven others are believed to be buried 
in the ruins, and six more were injured 


by the collapse of a tenement house 
caused by a gas explosion here last 
ent Six families were in the buiid- 
ng. 
Soldiers and firemen are at work dig- 
ging out the rest of the victims. 

The explosion, which occurred in the 
gas main in the middle of the street, was 
so violent that it lifted the house bodily 
several feet. Fire then started. Sev- 
eral of the injured are badly burned. 


DOG BITES 4 CHILDREN. 


Seizes Man Who Goes to Their Ald 
—-Dog Shot by a Policeman. 


Four children and a man were bitten 
yesterday afternoon by a large Dalma- 
tian dog, which ran snapping through 
Fifteenth Street, Brooklyn. .The victims 
of the dog were Gustave Schroeder, 27 
years old, of 412 Seventh Avenue; Se- 
rino Ventimiglio, 5 years old, of the same 
address; Emily McCormick, 4 years, of 
460 Twelfth Street; Richard Brown, 4 
years old, of 429 Fifth Avenue, and Will- 
iam Black, 8 years old, of 561 Tenth 
Street. 

The children were playing near the 
corner of Fifteenth Street and Seventh 
Avenue when the dog ran among them, 
snapping and snarling. Hearing the 
screams of the children, Schroeder went 
to their assistance, and the dog turned 
upon him, seizing him by the: right arm. 
Patrolman James Daly. came on a run 
arid shot the dog. The carcass of the 
dog was sent to the Board of Health 
for examination. Physicians cauterized 
the wounds of those who had been 
bitten. 


LOFT BUILDING ABLAZE. 


Three Alarms Near Midnight from 
Crosby Street—Woman Rescued. 


Three alarms were sounded for..a 
fierce fire in the seven-story loft build- 
ing at 18, 15, and 17 Crosby‘ Street at 
11:50 o'clock last night. Within half an 
hour, too, the fire was under control 
of Chief enlon. Thousands of ‘persons 
were drawn to the scene. The damage 
was estimated at $60,000. 

Patrolman Carl Fisher of the Mul- 
berry Street Station discovered the fire 
on the second floor of the loft building 
while he was passing on patrol, and he 
turned ih the first alarm. 

Chief Kenlon ordered the tenants of 
the five-story tenement house at 19 
Crosby Street out of their apartments. 
The fire did not reach this tenement, 
but the smoke filled the halls and fooms 
almest to suffocation. 

The police of the Mulberry Street Sta- 
tion searched the house from cellar to 
Zarret, and took many of the women in 
night clothes to the station house. No/ 
one noticed, apparently, that one elderl 
woman had found her way to the roof, 
and it was not_until half an hour after 
the fire started that a man on Crosby 
Street sdw her waving her hands in 
despair on the housetop.

STRIKE IN DUBLIN GROWS.

In a description of “the wants of | 
the Women’s Municipal Party,” which | 
is signed by the Duchess c! Marlbor- 
ough, are the following passages: 

“ We want for our women and chil- 
dren reform in housing, to Include 
cheap, decent municipal hostels for 
women, such as are provided for men, 
and educational reforms, to include 
grants for play centres and gardens 
and the utilization of waste spaces. 

“We want a greater number of wo- 
men Inspectors in all municipal serv- 
ices, supervision by women of the 
female wards of lunatic asylums, ine- 
briate homes for women, day nurser- 
les and-baby farms, and better ad- 


ministration of children’s acts.”

Explorer Reported Bitter. by His 
Dogs In Woodside Kennels. 


Residents of Woodside, L. L, along 
Kelly Avenue, heard a loud barking of 
dogs about 8 o’clock last night.

not take them long to suspect that 
something had gone wrong in the ken- 
nels of Jacques Suzanne, the French 
arctic explorer, hunter, artist, and dog 
fancier, who lives at 6 Kelly Avenue. 
When they went outdoors they heard 
the door of a kennel where half a dozen 
tierce Eskimo dogs were confined, shut 
with a bang, and then they saw a man 
running from the Suzanne house. 

It was believed that Mr. Suzanne had 
been bitten by one of the sledge-draw- 
ing dogs after a fierce fight. None of 
the doctors in the Woodside was called 
to the house, however, and there was 
apparently no one there when a reporter 
called. later. .A large number of dogs 
were protecting the house. 

Many of the Eskimo dogs in the 
Suzanne kennels have taken first prizes 
at local and Long Island shows. Some 
of the dogs which Admiral Peary used 
on his dash to the north pole are in the 
pack. 

The explorer has attributed his suc- 
cess largely to his methods of feeding. 
Eskimo dogs, he holds, should not be 
fed more than twice a week, and then 
they should have about 10 pounds of 
raw meat each. Nor should the dogs 
be coddied, he insists. This treatment 
necessarily makes for viciousness, but 
it has always been understood in Wood.

Son of “Pollcy King’ Owes $31,234 
—Loser in Wall Street. 


A voluntary petition in bankruptcy 
wae filed yesterday by Walter C. Adams 


of 21 Claremont Avenue, son of the late 
“Al” Adams, the ‘ Policy King,’’ who 
committed suicide in the Hotel Ansonia 
in October, 1906, leaving an estate of 
$600,000. In his petition Adams places 
his liabilities at $31,234 and his assets 
as of unknown value. The assets con- 
sist, he says, of his equity in an as- 
signed interest in the estate of his fa- 
ther and one-eighth interest in claims 
against the Oro Grande Mines Company, 
now held by Albert J. Adams, Jr., his 
brother. Most of the liabilities are bal- 
ances due on stock transactions in 1911- 
1913 with Wall Street stockbrokers. 

This is the second time that Adams 
has been in financial difficulties. On 
May 21, 1907, Judge Green in the City 
Court signed an order appointing Daniel 
I’, Niely as receiver in supplementary 
proceedings for Adams on the applica- 
tion of Albert H. Hastorf, who held a 
judgment against the defendant for the 
sum of $890. 

“Al” Adams appointed as his execu- 
tors Christian F. Tietjen, George 
Karsch, and Charles F, Bauerdorf. After 
making provisions for a few relatives, 
he directed that the residue be divided 
among his children and his wife. His 
widow, Isabella V. Adams, received one- 
third, and the remaining two-thirds went 
to his children. The will directed that 
the testator’s personal property, con- 
sisting of stocks in the Karsch Brewing 
Company and in the Guanajuato Amal- 
gamated Gold Mines Company, be held 
intact, and that the stock be not sold 
except at the discretion of the execu- 
tors. He directed that his widow and 
sons each receive their proportionate 
share of the income derived from these 
stocks. His realty holdings were dis- 
posed of under similar provisions.

The funeral procession was scheduled 
to start from the clubhouse at 10 
o’clock in the morning, but long before 
that time the Bowery for blocks in 
both directions was thronged.

climbed the three flights of stairs that 
led to the assembly room where the 
body of “Big Tim” lay in state. It 
was estimated that at least 50,000 per- 
sons had filed by the coffin since Satur- 
day night to take a last look at the 
face of the dead leader. 

At 9 o’clock the doors were closed, 
and the police, under command of Capt. 
Ryan of the Delancey Street Statfon, 
and Capt. Kinsler of the Mulberry 
Street Station, ordered the crowds to 
the sidewalks. When the hour for the 
body to be removed from the clubhouse 
arrived, the streets leading to the 
church were choked with onlookers. 
There was not an Inch of unoccupied 
space behind the poties lines, and yet 
notwithstanding the congestion, fhe 
throng was wonderfully well behaved. 
It was said that the gangsters who make 
the Bowery thetr headquarters, had 
called a truce until the body of “ Big 
Tim,’’ who they worshipped, had been 
buried. 

It was 10:30 o'clock before the pro- 
cession started. The coffin was carried 
to the street on the shoulders of eight 
east siders, all of whom had been de- 
voted’ followers of the dead man. Over 
the coffin was a floral pall containing 
3,000 American Beauty roses and 2,000 
snow-white chrysanthemums. This was 
the gift of the Sullivan Association. As 
the coffin was put in the hearse the 
men in the great throng removed their 
hats. Many in the crowd were weeping.

WALDO STARTS AN INQUIRY. 


He Will Find Out Why Sullivan's 
Body Was Not Identified Sooner. 


Police Commissioner Waldo announced 
yesterday that he had started an in- 
vestigation to find out why the body of 


“Big Tim’’ Sullivan had stayed in 
the Fordham Morgue for nearly two 
weeks without any effort having been 
made to identify it. The Commissioner 
pointed out that the body, while it was 
in the Fordham Morgue, was under the 
supervision of the Charities Depart- 
ment. His investigation will be con- 
fined to determining whether the police 
did all required of them. 

Commissioner of Charities Michael J. 
Drummond said that his department 
would welcome an investigation, and he 
asserted that if such an investigation 
was made the fact would be revealed 
that the Fordham Morgue was not con- 
trolled by the Department of Charities 
but by the Bronx Board of Coroners and 
Fordham Hospital. He said that he 
knew that bodies were often held too 
long in the Fordham Morgue. He point- 
ed to the fact that within a short time 
after the body passed into the control 
of the Department of Charities it was 
identified. 

The friends of the dead leader, nota- 
bly Alderman John Smith, are planning 
an investigation that, it is said, may 
result in a complete reorganization of 
the city’s Morgue system.

“IT find that whether banjo signals, 
such as are maintained upon the line 
of railway where this fatality occurred, 
are obsolete, and a better, more effi- 
cient, or safer system of signals exists 
upon other divisions and other rail- 
ways, whether cautionary signals are so 
placed as to indicate that the signal be- 
yond will be the danger signal, thus 
giving the engineer warning that he is 
approaching a danger signal before he 
reaches the same it was clearly and 
unmistakably apparent that had Engi- 
neer Miller of the White Mountain ex- 
press observed the rules, which were 
clearly understood by him, and by which 
he .was running his train, this wreck 
would have been prevented.

MONEY BILL MAKES 
HEADWAY IN HOUSE 


Ten Sections Adopted—Oppo- 
nents’ Amendments Fail-——-At- 
tack on Federal Board To-day. 


MORE HITS AT CAUCUS RULE 


From Democrats This Time—-Moore 
Says Measure WII! Scatter Sav- 
Ings of Working Men. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept, 15.—Rap!id prog- 
ress Was made to-day by the House in 
its consideration of the Glass Currency 
bill for amendment. Scores of amend- 
ments were submitted by the Repub 
lican opposition, but those adopted came 
solely from the Banking and Currency 
Committee, with the*approval of the 
backerg of the measure. 

The amendments offered by the oppo- 
sition ranged from a proposal by Rep- 
resentative Lindbergh of Minyesota to 
prohibit interlocking directorates in the 
proposed new Federal reserve system 
to another by Representative Morgan of 
Oklahoma to utilize ag a special fund 
for the tmprovement of public ‘highways 
all earnings of the Federal reserve 
banks. Defeated on that plan,- Mr. 
Morgan proposed that these earnings be 
used for the guarantee of bank depos- 
its, a suggestion as promptly rejected. 

The opposition was badly scattered 
and lacked cohesion. Some of the 
amendments offered from the Repub- 
lican side did not even have the support 
of Representative Mann, the Republican 
floor leader, or of Representative Hayes 
of California, the ranking Republican 
member of the Banking and Currency 
Committee. 


Highteen of the fifty pages of the bill gp 


were considered under the five-minute 
rule and adopted. When the House ad- 
journed at 6 o'clock to-night it had 
reached Section 11, which provides for 
the creation of the Federal Reserve 
Board and enumerates the vast powers 
with which it is to be clothed. 

This stage was considered a conveni- 
ent breaking point, because it was rea- 
lized by the bill’s advocates that there 
would be more coherent and stronger 
Republican opposition to this feature of 
the bill than any of its other sections. 
It is anticipated that much of to-mor-. 
row will be given over to the Repub- 
lican attempt to strip the Federal Re- 
serv@ Board of some of its powers, but 
this movement will be futile, as the 
Democratic ranks are standing solidly, 
under their caucus. action, behind 
eran Glass and the framers of the 


Mere Flings at Caucus Rule. 

Representative Jeremiah Donovan, a 
Democratic member from Connecticut, 
showed signs of wincing under the joint 
Republican and Progressive attack upon 
the secret caucus, whose approval of 
the bill makes its adoption by the House 
a foregone conclusion, and its consid- 
eration under the -five-minute rule 
largely a matter of form. Mr. Donovan 
asserted that the ‘secret caucus is the 
device of the devil," and that the time 
had come for the Democrats to aban- 
don that practice, which had ruined the 
Republicans. 

Mr. Donovan charged that the Demo- 
erats had abandoned the measure to the 
new members and criticised those merm- 
bers who were absent. 

“They draw their pay without being 
here, and thet is scarcely better than 
stealing. Why, the great State of New 
York hag only one member present, and 
there is the gentleman from Kentucky, 
who strolls in, though this {s the first 
time f have seen him here in about four 
months.” 

Mr. Murdock retorted that it would 
make no difference if the entire 435 
members of the House were present.

You have taken away from us, or pro- 
nese to take from us in the industrial 
centres, the nrotection of, industries un- 
der the tariff system, and now. seeing 
that certain men have been thriftv and 
saving their resources, you propose to 
take away the proceeds of that thrift 
and saving and scatter them broadcast.

“I was also very much gratified at 
the -display of interest in the welfare 
of the army among the citizens of the 
various cities I visited.

Then there will be little trouble about 
getting just what we want.” 

Secretary Garrison said he had con- 
cluded that the best interests of the 
army would be served by having an en- 
listment term of three years, with an 
arrangement by which, if a young man 
desired to return to civil life he could 
do so by passing an examination on mil- 
itary work and study. This would, he 
thought, add large number of com- 

etent young men to the reserve mil- 
tary strength of the country in a few 

ears, 

"v: is the Secretary's idea to allow en- 
listed men to go up for these examina- 
tions for discharge at the end of 
twelve, elghteen, twenty-four, and thir- 
ty months’ service. He thinks it would 
draw into the army the sons of people 
of the better classes with more than 
ordinary education, give them a year 
or so of military training, and send 
them back to civil life in plenty of time 
to continue their education and enter 
their professions, taking with them gooa 
physical development and a capacity for 
executive work. 

Secretary Garrison said he found men 
everywhere in his trip who commended 
this idea, and many said they would 
gladly put their boys in the army for a 
year or two for the value of the train- 
ing they would get. The Secretary 
scouted the idea that a good soldier 
could not be made in a year and even 
less. He pointed to the enthusiasm of 
the college men who joined the Summer 
schoo] at Gettysburg last Summer and 
did good work. It is from such men 
that he bellfeves the army would derive 
great. benefit. 

No recommendations will be made to 
Congress by Mr. Garrison in regard to 
this idea until he has conferences with 
Representative Hay and Senator Cham- 
berlain, Chairmen of the House and the 
Senate Committees on Military Affairs. 
He did not find any sentiment for con- 
seription or for a ‘arge army. Army 
omicers generally desired the shorter 
tems of enlistment, with some arrange- 
ment for a reserve. 

The Secretary said, however, that the 
seven-year enlistment—four with the 
colors and three tn the reserve—would 
not work. The enlisted men did not 
understand such conditions, and did 
not like them. Recruiting officers had 
tried every device and argument to 
make them effective, and had fatled. 
Enlistments have fallen off decidedly 
owing to its adoption, and it is very 
clear, in Mr. Garrison’s opinion, that 
some other plan must be found if. the 
army is to be kept up to its adequate 
complement.

Emery Denies All Lobbyist’s Charges 
—Cole Also Contradicts Him. — 


Spectal to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—The House 
Committee which is investigating the 
charges of lobbying made against the 
National Association of Manufacturers 
by Martin M. Mulhall, heard a three- 
hour defense of that body to-day from 
James A. Bmery, its chief agent. Mr. 
Emery repudiated Mulhall’s accusations 


in getail. He denied that the associa- 
tion packed Congressional committees, 
that it campaigned against members who 
opposed it, and for Congressional candi- 
dates who favored it, and that it spent 
several hundred thousand dollars in 
“lobby work” through Mulhall himself. 

“The evidence before this committee 
conclusively demonstrates that the char- 
acter of Mulhall destroys every right 
to believe him, nor is his written word 
worth more than his oral statement,” 
said Mr. Emery. “Dismissed from his 
employment two years ago, he undertook 
to betray his employers, while still in 
their pay, to representatives of organ- 

d labor, and while pleading for re- 
instatement he was mauufacturing evi- 
dence to vilify former. benefactors.” 

Ralph D. Cole, formerly a member of 
Congress from the Highth Ohio Con- 
gressional District, told the committee 
that it was former President Taft, not 
the Nationa] Association of Manufac- 
turers, who was largely instrumental 
in obtaining his nomination for Con- 
gress from that district in 1908. 


Mr. Cole took the stand because of | 


Martin M. Mulhall’s references to the 
former Congressman in letters and tes- 
timony submitted to the lobby investi- 
ators. Mulhall had said he helped Cole 
o obtain his nomination in 1908. Mr. 
Cole testified that he had never re- 
ceived a contribution from the N, A. M., 
and that he had ordered Mulhall out of 
his office when the latter came there. 


HUNTS DERELICT 700 MILES. 


Revenue Cutter Picks Up 
Schooner Lottle R. Russell. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—A bottom- 
up derelict which the revenue cutter 
Seneca found 160 miles east of Halifax 
and to-day towed into that port proved 
to be the American schooner Lottie R. 
Russell, which was abandoned 70 miles 
east of Cape Henry on April 15. In 
five months the wreck had drifted 1,000 
miles and her final capture in the path 
of commerce by Capt, Johnston of the 
Seneca was regarded as one of the most 
unusual] incidents in the history of the 
revenue cutter service, 

The schooner, lumbertaden, left 
Charleston, 8. é., for New York on 
April 11, and a few days later met dis- 
aster. Her crew was taken off by the 
British steamer Georgian Prince. For 
several days the revenue cutter Onon- 
daga searched the shoals of Hatteras 
for the disabled craft, but she had been 
driven to sea and lost. Harly in Sep- 
tember a derelict was reported in the 
path of commerce off alifax. The 
Seneca on Sept. 5 started on the 700- 
mile chase, which finally solved the 
mystery of the Lottie R. Russell. 


TIME WASTED, SAYS JUDGE. 


Swann Thinks That Rules of Evi- 
dence Should Be Changed. 


On his return yesterday to his duties 
in the Court of General Sessions, Judge 
Edward Swann criticised tae present 
rules of evidence, which, he said, were 
in great part responsible for the delay 


in bringing prisoners {in the Tombs to 
trial. Judge Swann said that under the 
present system the court calendars must 

e crowded, with a resultant overcrowd- 
ing of the City Prison. 

Judge Swann's remarks were made at 
the end of the trial of George Newton 
Clarke, a negro from Bermuda, who is 
accused of bigamy. In order to prove 
the first marriage witnesses were called 
to verify signatures.

House and Senate Compromise 
on Differences—Raw Wool De- 
ferred——Free List To-day. 


ACCEPT CUT PAPER RATES 


Rapid Progress Continues — Only 
Silk and Metal Schedules Re- 
malin After Free List. 


Speoctal to The New York Timea. 
‘ WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—Continuing 
its rapid progress, the Tariff Conference 
Committee reached an agreement to-day 
on all except a few paragraphs in the 
wool and .paper schedules. The silk 
schedule was passed over temporarily, 
and five or six pages of sundry items 
were disposed of. The free list will be 
taken up to-morrow, ang@-the metal and 
silk schedules, with a few isolated para- 
graphs, will then be the only questions 
affecting rates still to be adjusted. 

In settling differences between the two 
houses in the wool schedule many com- 
promises were agreed to. The House 
rate on combed wool and tops was 15 
per cent., the Senate rate was 6 per cent. 
The agreement is somewhere between 
those two extremes, probably at 10 per 
cent. A Senate amendment cut the 
House rate of 20 per cent. on woolen 
yarns to 15 per cent. and that difference 
was also compromised. The House pro- 


vision imposing a 25 per cent. tax on 


cheap blankets was restored. The Sen- 
ate made them free. 

The House provision imposing a 
straight levy of 50 per cent. on all car- 

ets and various nds of was 
inally accepted by the conferees instead 
of the Senate provision imposing the 50 
per cent. le only on carpets and rugs 
worth more than 80 cents a square foot, 
while on rugs of less expensive type the 
duty was fixed at 5 per cent. ad valorem 
in excess of the rate that would have 
been levied on carpets of the same class. 
The peregregns relating to angora goat 
hair and mohair were passed over tem- 
porarily. 

The raw wool prevision was also 
passed over, Members of the House 
Committee insisted that raw wool should 
be admitted free of duty as soon as the 
Tariff act became effective, as provided 
in the bill and approved by the House. 
To this the Senate conferees. objected. 
They stood steadfastly by the Senate 
amendment providing that raw wool 
should not be transferred to the free list 
until Dec. 1. 

Senator Simmons, Chairman of the} 
Senate Committee on Finance, and the 
leading Senate conferee, explained that 
the amendment had been inserted to sat- 
isfy Democratic Senators from wool- 
growing States, and the retention of the 
amendment was pai a@ moral 
obligation to those Senators. It is prob- 
able that the Senators will have their 
way in holding that raw wool shall not 
become free until December. 

The paper schedule was adopted prac- 
tically as modified in the Senate, though 
several reductions in rates from the 
Senate levels were accepted. The para- 
graph relating to pictures, cards, labels, 
cigar bands, and the like was passed 
over for later adjustment.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15. — Charges 
against Judge Rufus IF. Thayer, United 
States District Judge at Shanghai, 
China, were laid before the House Com- 
mittee on Expenditures in the State De- 
partment to-day by John F. Curtis. Mr. 
Curtis charged that Judge Thayer left 
his court at Shanghai and spent much 
time in Canton, while various prisoners 
were waiting trial before him. He also 
charged that the expense aceounts of 
the court were irregular. 

The committee will receive documen- 
tary evidence in support of the charges 
Wednesday.

F. J. Warne, the statistician employed 
by the conductors and trainmen, con- 
tinued yesterday the exposition of his 
tables before the Arbitration Board, sit- 
ting at the Hotel Manhattan, which is 
to decide as to the justice of their claims 
for more pay and better working con- 
ditions on the Eastern railroads. 

The figures presented by Dr. Warne 


yesterday related to the increased dens- |. 


ity of ‘traffic in recent years and the 
Breater number of accidents to train- 
men, between which the men contend 
there is a direct connection. The claim 


; for higher wages is based on increased 


risk, as well as increased labor ang re- 
sponsibility, and the statistics were in- 
tended to support the contention that, 
although the roads were gainers by the 
use of larger cars and the larger ton- 
nage handled per man, the employes had 
not been correspondingly compersated. 

All of Dr. Warne’s figures were based 
on the reports made by the railroads to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
The commission includes enginemen and 
firemen in its classification of train- 
men, so that the figures relating to 
deaths and injuries were not confined 
to the classes of railway labor 


ductors and trainmen, but it was argued 
that the comparison applied as well to 


these classes as if engineers and fire- | 


men were not also included. 

As bearing on the increase in traffic, 
Dr. Warne showed from the Interstate 
Commerce Commission reports. that 
from 1900 to 1910 the average number of 
passengers per train mile increased in 
the Hastern territory from 60 to 76, in 
the Western territory from 47 to 63, and 
in the southern territory from 389 to 51. 


Taking up the subject of injuries, Dr. {| 


Warne pointed out that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission’s figures had to 
do only with injuries that were reported 
in the claims departments of the roads. 

“It is evident,” he said, ‘‘ that thou- 
sands and tens of thousands of railway 
employes have been injured annually, 
of which there is no official record. 

ecording to the instructions of the 
fnterstate Commerce Commission, also, 
Do report is made of an injury~ that 
does not prevent the employe from 
performing his usual duties for there 
days out of the ten following the acci- 
dent.”’ 

In support of the contention that in- 
creased traffic means more accidents, 
Dr. Warne called attention to the fact 
that thé number decreased in 1804, 
when traffic was greatly reduced fol- 
lowing the panic of 1893. 

“One fact,’ he said, ! 
conspicuously in any analysis of the 
statistics of railway accidents. This 
fact can best be described by the state- 
ment that good times for the railroads 
are exceedingly 
ployes as regards the risk of being in- 
jured and probably killed. An increase 
in the number of employes means an in- 
crease in the number ot accidents. Sim- 
ilarly, an increase of traffic means an 
increase’ in the number ot accidents, 

“This peculiarity of railway employ- 
ment—this tendency of increasing pros- 
perity -resulting in greater risk to the 
employes—is deserving of serious at- 
tention at this time, because of the fact 
that the railway industry of the coun- 
try has entered upon such a, period. 

“Of all the different classes of rail- 
way employes subject to injury or death 
by accident, those engaged in the move- 
ment of trains run much the greater 
risk. This !s especially true of train- 
men. lit is also especially true of this 
class, more so than of any other, that 
accidents resulting in injury or death 
naturally tend to increase with the 
density of traffic. Accidents to these 
employes occur mostly from falling 
from trains and engines, from coupling 
and uncoupling cars and locomotives, 
from collisions and derailments, from 
overhead obstructions and so on. ‘This 
greater risk of employment to train- 
men is emphasized in nearly every re- 
port on accidents made by the Inter- 
state ©ommerce Commission. 

“Virtually all the accident and old- 
line insurance companies classify rail- 
roading as extra hazardous. Many of 
them refuse absolutely to insure rail- 
way employes on account of the great

of the New Haven, it has been neces- 
sary to take away in its freight yards 
the ‘“‘telitales,’ which warned the 
trainmen who are compelled to go upon 
the tops of freight cars of the approach 
of low bridges. Counsel for the com- 
plainant read the names of three men 
who had thus been killed in the com- 
pany’s yards on July 29, 30, and 31, and 
said that in each case it wag reported 
that no action had been taken to pre- 
vent similar accidents. There were 
other cases, he said, and in each case 
the same report of inaction had been 


made, 

When Mr. Fitzgibbons was called to 
the stand, he said that the company had 
issued Order No. 100, in which employes 
were forbidden to go to the tops of cars 
in the electric zone, but almost imme- 
diately afterward a bulletin was issued 
saying that employes might get on the 
cars when necessary, as, when a train 
was backing and the engineer was de- 
pendent on the brakeman’s signals, it 
was absolutely necessary for the brake- 
man to stand on the top of a freight car. 
if he did not go to the top of the car, 
he would be dismissed; if he did go he 
would be killed. Mr. Fitzgibbons ex- 
pressed the view that the order forbid- 
ding employes to go to the top of the 
cars was issued to give the company a 
defense in damage suits. 

The bulletin amending the original or- 
der directed the men to keep fourteen 
inches away from the overhead wires. 

‘“*T appeal to the Commissioners,’’ said 
Mr. Fitzgibbons, ‘‘ to tell us how in the 
darkness a man can tell how many 
inches he is away from the contact wire 
or a low bridge without the ‘ telltales.’ 
There is danger in every wire that is 
charged.’’ 

William S. Murray of McHenry & 
Murray, consulting engineers, who had 
had in the employ of the New Haven 
much to do with the installation of the 
Overhead wires, argued that the over- 


| head system was preferable to the third 


rail, such as the New York Central 
used, but said that it was impossible to 
use the ‘‘ telitales’’ with the overhead 
wires. 

“*IT think,’’ he said, ‘‘ that the wire it- 
self is the best ‘telltale.’ If I was an 
employe I should be thinking all the 
time of the wire.” 

In a series of direct questions Com- 
missioner Eustis brought out from. the 
,Witness that the New Haven had done 
nothing to remove the danger of which 
the men were complaining. 

*“‘ But,’”’ said Mr. Murray, ‘‘ the com- 
pany ig scratching its head to find some 
way to improve things. We are al- 
Ways looking for improvements. I think 
our present équipment is safe.’’ 

Commissioner Sague pressed the neces- 
sity of installing warnings of the places 
where there was danger from low 
bridges, which necessitate the wires 
coming nearer to the top of the track, 
if it was only because of the need of 
safeguarding the green men who must 
from time to time be employed. 

Cc. L. Bardo, general manager of the 
New Haven, was then called and he 
testified that it was an absolute neces- 
sity to send men from time to time to 
the tops of the cars. 

“We have,” he said, ‘“‘ to consider the 
protection of other classes of employes 
besides the trainmen.”’ 

Mr. Bardo took care to disclaim re- 
sponsibility for Order No. 100, as it had 
been issued before he became connected 
with the New Haven, and said that

warning signals would be put up. How- 
ever, he had no great faith.in them, as 
he believed that the best thing was for 
each man to look out for himself. Most 
accidents, he said, took place in broad 
daylight, where men would se. Asked 
if there would be any change in the 
methods aroeted by the company, Mr. 
Bardo replie 

‘““In view of the recent’ experiences 
of the New Haven, I have had to 
change my opinion on a good many 
facts.”’ 

The hearing was closed and the ex- 
perts of the Commissions will meet with 
the complainant and the company’s 
representatives to inspect the electric 
zones and decide .what changes are 
necessary. Then the three Commissions 
will draft an identical order to be 
adopted by all of them. 


OPERATING SYSTEM CHANGED. 


Divisions Split Up by Elliott’s 
Order—Brotherhood Men Gather.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 15.—Pres- 
ident Howard Elliott’s new rules for en- 
gineers and firemen, announced yester- 
day, were followed by a general shake- 
up of the operating department of the 
New Haven system to-day. 

Two divisions have been created to re- 
duce the tergitory covered by the Gen- 
eral Superintendent. Hefeafter all the 
lines east of Willimantic and New Lon- 
don and comprising the Boston, Provi- 
dence, and Old Colony Divisions, will) 
be known as the Eastern Grand Divi- 
sion. All the lines west of these points, 
comprising the Midland, Western, and 
Present Shore Line Divisions, will be 
known as the Western Grand Division. 
The Shore Line will be divided and a 
new division covering the main line west: 
of New Haven, with the Danbury and } 
New Canaan branches, is to be known? 
as the New York Division, with head- 
quarters at Harlem River. The Shore 
Line Division will cover the lines be- 
tween New Haven and Springfield and 
New Haven and New London, including | 
the Northamptoy. branch. 

John A. Droege was appointed Super- 
intendent of the Western Division and 
Clayton N. Woodward General Super- 
intendent of the Eastern Division. Mr. 
Droege’s office will be in New Haven, 
‘that of Mr. Woodward in Boston, 

Charles S. Motsett was appointed Sup- 
erintendent of the New_York Division, 
with offices at Harlem River, and Will- 
iam H. Foster Superintendent of the 
Shore Line Division, with offices in New 
Haven. ; 

The engineers will ask no conference 
with the road regarding the new rules 
until all the officials of the brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers arrive. 
General Chairman Hvans and _ “Vice 
President Griffing are here now. Mr. 
Evans said to-night: 

“The committee of the men met the 
matter squarely and made concessions 
to meet all requirements, but that did 
not satisfy the management. Other 
changes, which would in no way add to 
the safety of the train service, but pro- 
posed for the’ purpose of economy for 
the company and loss of pay to the em- 
ployes, were urged by the management 
and opposed by the men.”

VISITED BY A WOMAN 


Her Trail Followed by Boys to 
Where He Lay and There Her 
New Gloves Were Found. 


HIS HEAD WAS CRUSHED IN 


The Woman, Who Took a Car for 
New York, Had Been Seen Coming 


from a Thicket Near Hastings.

HASTINGS-ON-HUDSON, Sept. 15.— 
The police of this city and Yonkers are 
working to establ @ connection be- 


tween the death sorfle time ago of a man 
whose body was found in the woods near 


here to-day and a woman who left 4 pair 
of gloves beside the vody only a few 
minutes before it was discovered. The 
woman walked to Yonkers and left there 
for New York by a street car, after 
leaving the woods. 


At about 5:30 o’clock this afternoon 
James De Carlo, the son of a barber, 
and James Frost, the soh of a grocer of 
this city, were driving together toward 
Yonkers along Warburton avenue. AS 
they came to a stretch of woods a quar- 
ter of a mile or more from any house, a 
woman dressed completely in black 
forced her way through the underbrush 
to the road. The boys looked at her with 
surprise and some suspicion, as_ she 
asked them to give her a lift to Yon- 
kers. They refused, and she went on 
her way. 

When she had gone the lads got out of 
their buggy, and with boyish curiosity 
followed her trail through the woods to 
see what she had been doing. The 
tracks led them down a steep hill to- 
ward the New York Central right of 
way, and it was hard work to get 
through the underbrush. ‘There was not 
the vestige of a path, but it was possible 
to follow the trail of the woman through 
the reeds and over trupks of fallen trees. 
After they had gone a considerable dis- 
tance they came upon the feet of a man 
protruding through the long grass. 

They crept up and at a glance saw 
that he had been dead for a long time. 
His clothing was discolored with rains 
and dew. 

The boys rushed ag hard as they 
could up the hill back to the road, and 
then drove at top speed to the Yonkc +s 
city line. There they came across 
Mounted Patrolman Carson of the 
Yonkers force. They told him what 
they had seen, and he went back to 
the woods with them. As he examined 
the body he found to his surprise lying 
close to it a pair ef woman's gloves. 
They were almost new and of brown 
kid, and they looked as though they 
had just been taken off the hands of 
a woman and thrown down. The shape 
of the hands and fiagers could plainly 
be distinguished in them. The only 
special mark about them was the letter 
“7” on the buttons. 

Carson at once notified the police of 
Yonkers and Hastings, and Chief of 
Police Wolf of Yonkers, Capt. Cornell 
of Hastings, and Coroner Dunn and a 
number of detectives hurried to the 
scene. They asked the boys for a 
description of the woman, and they 
said she was of medium height and 
florid complexion, and had been wear- 
ing a long black silk coat, a black silk 
skirt and a black hat, and was carry~- 


ing a cloth bag. One of the lads was 
willing to assert that he had noticed 
a small billy in her bag, but the police 
set that statement down to youthful 
enthusiasm. , ‘. 
Coroner Dunn thought when he heard 
what the boys had to say, that he had 
seen a woman answering their de- 


scription getting on a southbound Broad- 
way car in Getty Square a little before 
the alarm arrived. That would mean 
that she was making her way back to 
New York, 

A hasty examination was made of the 
body. No scrap of paper was found 
upon it to reveal its identity. The black 
clothes, striped shirt, and laced shoes 
worn had been good. The wearer evi- 
dently had been well: dressed, In a 
pocket was a silk.handerchief with a 
red plaid border. Since the body had 
there for so long it may not

Hunting around the woods near the 
body, the police found a rough piece of 
wood, which seemed to have been im- 
provised as a blackjack, It had been 
thrown into the bushes, and had been. 
s0 much exposed to the weather that it 
was difficult to be certain that it had 
been used for murder, but it was taken 
by the police as an important piece of 
evidence. There is a hole in the skull 
three inches long. \ 

Though the police are \not by an 
means certain that the woman in black 
was the actual murderer, they believe 
that she knew that the body «was. in 
the woods. She had come back, they 
suggested, to see the dead again. They 
find it difficult, however, to fit in with 
this theory the entire lack of any de- 
sire on her part to conceal herself, and 
her complete presence of mind as she 
accosted the lads. A general alarm has 
been sent out for her.

Woman Complains That Labor 
in Tenements for Congress- 
man's Firm Violates Law. 


THE CONTRACTS SUBLET 


Head of Woolen Concern Asserts 
His Company Is Not Responsible 


for Employing Young Workers. 


Complaints that children are being 
overworked in the tenements in this city 
have been received by the State Factory 
Inspection Bureau, and when 2 specific 
complaint was made yesterday by Mrs. 


Sophie Baer of 843 Saratoga Avenue, 
Brooklyn, that children between the 


ages of 8 and 18 were compelled to work 
long hours in a tenement at 167 Second 
Street, Manhattan, Inspector Stewart 
Owen of the State Factory Department 
set forth to investigate. 

Inspector Owen arrived at the six- 


story tenement house at 6 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. He went to the third 


floor front and pushed open a door 
leading into a dingy three-room apart- 
ment. Here in one of the rooms he saw 
several long tables piled high with card- 
board and bits of woolen material. 
There were several pots of glue on the 
tables, and sitting about them, with 
thelr heads bent over their work, were 


a dozen children. A woman, who was 
directing the work, rose to meet the In- 
spector as he entered 

The woman said that she was Mrs. 
Fanny Herman; that she was the wife 
of Leo Herman, a peddler, and that it 
was her apartment in which the children 
were working. She said that they 
pasted samples of the woolen materials 
of various colors onto the cardboard 
Slips, and that they were paid for this 
work at the rate of 75 cents an hour, 
The children worked, she said, from, 3 
o'clock in the afternoon until 8 o’clock. 

The children said that they sometimes 
worked longer hours than this. Several 
of them slipped out of the room when 
Inspector Owen entered. Those who 
stayed gave their names as Rachel and 
William Hurkowltz, 12 and 10 years old, 
of 173 Second Avente; Vera and Gerson 
Friedburg, 12 and 11 years old, of 167 
Second Avenue, and Harry Herman, ll 
years old, the son of the woman accused 
of hiring the children, 

The cards on vhich the woolen sam- 
ples had been posted were printed for 
the most part in Italian, but contained 
in Jarge letters the English words, 
“Canada Mills Company, Greenville, 
Michigan.’’ Under these words was a 
photograph labeled, ‘ Congressman 
Wrancis O. Lindquist, Washington, D. 

— Congressman Lindquist, it was 
learned later, is President of the Canada 
Mills Company of New York and Green- 
ville and Muskegon, Canada. 

‘No arrests were made yesterday at 
the house at 167 Second Avenue, but it 
is belleved that Mrs. Herman will be 
summoned to appear either in the Essex 
or Jefferson Market Court to answer 
a charge of having violated the child 
labor law. To Inspector Owen Mrs. 
Herman pleaded ignorance of the law. 

Perr eidelberger, New York man- 
ager for the Canada Mills Company, 
made this statement at his home, 3, 


Broadway, last night: 

“The Canada Mills Company is a 
large firm, and any attempt to kee 
track of those who do- work for us 
would be futile. We contract with sev- 
eral printing firms in the city to do our 
printing. and mounting. These firms 
sublet much of the work. They give it 
to some one whom they think responsi- 
ble, but who may turn out to be irre- 
sponsible. That such a thing has hap- 
pened in this case is the only way that 
I can explain it. Congressman Lind- 
quist, who is President of the company, 
would be the first to condemn any 
violation of the child labor law.”’ 

When interviewed in Washington last 
night Mr. Lindqiust said: 

“T do not know the particulars of the 
preparation of any such cards, and 6o 
not know anything about Mrs. Fannie 
Meyer of Brooklyn or of the rr. 
ment of child labor, This may refer to 
some contract which we have let for the 
printing of mail order catalogues or 
eards to advertise our goods. am in 
the mail order clothing and manufactur- 
ing business, being President of the Can~- 
ada Mills Company of New York and 
Greenville and Muskegon, Mich. The 
clothing is manufactured in New York 
City and distributed from our eéstab- 
lishments in Michigan by mail order 


business. 
“Tt has been our custom to send out 


catalogues in which we paste samples 
of the clothing and cardboard folders, 
to which samples of the cloth are at- 
tached also. The contract for the print- 
ing of these catalogues and cards is 
let by our New York house at 180 
Bleecker Street, which is managed by 
Perry Heidelberger. 

‘In letting contracts for this printing 
we go to some big printing concern, get 
a. bid and award the contract. We have 
nothing to do with the printing of the 
guards or catalogues or with the pasting 
of the cloth samples in them. That 18 
part of the contract we make with the 
printer, who hires his own labor. 

“If child labor is being employed on 
the making ofthese advertising sample 
ecards it is news to me. YI have been 
busy here in Washington on account of 
the extra session and do not even know 
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who received our printing contracts this 

Pail. But I do know our practice has 

been to award the contract and to re- 

ceive the Ateioguee and sample cards,

LEAPS OFF NIAGARA BRIDGE. 


Sulclde-Strikes Head Foremost and 
Is Engulfed by Whirlpool Rapids. 


NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., Sept. 15.— 
In view of many sightseers, a man be- 
lieved by the police to be John Hawkins, 
68, of Erie, Penn., committed suicide by 


jumping into the Niagara River from 


the lower steel arch bridge this after- 
noon. The bridge spans the river just 
above the start of the whirlpool rapids 
and 1s 200 teet above the water. . 

Hawkins was staying at the Waverly 
Hotel. He crossed the bridge to the 
Canadian side this afternoon. Return- 
ing, he climbed upon the four-foot rail- 
ing on the north side of the bridge and | 
sat astride looking down at the tur- | 
bulent waters. No one was within 100| 
yards of him. There he remained bev- | 
eral minutes.

Club Representatives Debate Matters 
of Sport Interest. 


Amateur Athletic Union delegates to 
the Metropolitan Association met last 
night in annual session at Holy Cross 
Lyceum, and at tha finish witnessed 
quite the most spirited meeting which 
has been seen in years. Matters of de- 
tail had gone along in peaceful fashion 
until charges were read against John 
M. Connelly, one of the members of the 
Registration Committee, when a tumult 
broke out. 

Justice Bartow S. Weeks, represent- 
ing the New York A. C., was of the 
opinion that the charges had heen too 
long delayed in presentation; nearly ten 
months having elapsed since Connelly 
was charged with having used his office 
wrongfully, and he asked that the mat- 
ter be dropped. t 
of a different opinion, and before tfie 
question was finally settled by the. dis- 
missal of the charges many of the mem- 
bers were on their feet yelling and ask- 
ing for recognition from the chair. 

The session was one of the best-at- 
tended in the history of the organiza- 
tion, about 110 members being represent- 
ed of the 158 clubs tn the association, 
One important feature in the early part 
of the reading of reports was that w ich 
showed that the association had _ lost 
$411.60 as the result of its year’s activity 
in’ general sports. This marks the first 
time in the®career of the association, 
which was celebrating its twenty-second 
anniversary, in which the finances of 
any single year were on the wrong side 
of the ledger. These losses were sus- 
tained in the gymnastic championships 
and the junior and sentor cross-country 
titular events. 

In the absence of James E. Sullivan 
the President of the association, Fre 
W. Rubien officiated. In the election 
for officers for the ensulng year, Sulli- 
van was again elécted President, Rubien 
Vice President, and Andrew W. Tully 
Secretary-Treasurer, all succeeding 
themselves, 

One of the popular happenings of the 
night was the unanimous election as 
handicapper of Bera bertubbessing 
of the West Side Y. M’ C. A., whose 
work has been uniformly good and hard 
to be improved upon.

Little business other than that of the 
drafting was taken up by the National 
Commission during the day, but a res- 
olution by President Hbbets of the 
Brooklyn Club of the National League 
was submitted. It aims to revise the 
drafting rules so as to give the teams 
which are lowest in the league races 
the chance to obtain first call on the 
layers that are drafted, and, briefly, 
5 as follows: 


There shall be sixteen draft selections, 
numbered from one to sixteen, which shall be 
awarded to the sixteen major league clubs. 

The National League and the American 
League shall determine by lot which league 
shall have the odd-numbered selections and 
which the even number, | 

The league securing the ofd numbers shall 
award Selection 1 to their elighth-place club, | 
No. 3 to the seventh place club, and so on 
up to the leading club, which shall recelve | 
Selection 15. 

The league securing the even numbers shall | 
award Selection 2 to thetr elghth-place club, 
No. 4 to the seventh-place club, and so on up 
to the leading olub of their league, which 
shall receive Selection 16. 

The sixteen major league clubs repres ated 
by officials of their respective clubs at the 
drafting meeting shall, as their numbers are 
announced in numerical order, have the right 
to make a free selection of one player from 
any minor league club subject to draft; the 
restrictions relative to.the number of players 
aubject to selection from a National Asso- 
ciation club to remain in force precisely as 
now provided for in the national agreement. 

By this system it is believed the following 
reforms will be accomplished: 

1. The great element o1 uncertainty as to 
the players to be seoured will be rernoved. 

2. The elimination of filing lists of thirty 
or forty players. 

3. Minimize the possibility of a club being

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DANGERS TO BE SHUNNED. 


The wording of the amendment to 
fection 14 of the Federal Reserve 
Bank bill, relating to rediscounts, 
gives warning of the danger of enact- 
{ng a measure of this. importance 
without subjecting ‘every word and 
fine to minute scrutiny. The language 
ef the bill is in some sections crude, 
gimost colloquial, and phrases are 
used that are unmeet for statutory 
Geclarations. The authors of the Dill, 
ef course, do not want to leave it open 
to misconstruction. That would invite 
confusion and lawsuits. There is dan- 
ger, there is almost a certainty, that 
fn some respects the act will be mis- 
construed, and the time to avert that 
danger is before enactment. 

The section to which we 
ferred, that relating to rediscounts, as | 
4t appeared in the bill when intro- | 
duced and in the first print, that of 
June 26, was a close copy of Section 
26 of the Monetary Commission bill, 
commonly referred to as the Aldrich 
bill. Paper eligible for rediscount was 
described as ‘notes and bills of ex- 
“change arising out of commercial 
* transactions, that is, notes and bills 
* of exchange issued or drawn for agri- 
* cultural, ana and commercial 
* purposes.” These words were copied 
from the Monetary Commission bill, 
and also the provision that the definf- 


tion of rediscountable bills shall not 
fnclude “ notes or bills drawn for the 
“purpose of carrying or trading in 


“stocks, bonds, or other investment 


“ securities.” This definition would be 
construed as restricting the rediscount 
privilege to commercial paper proper. 

It will be remembered that some of 
the radical members of the House 


Committee sought to secure an amend- 


ment which in effect would make 
agricultural commodities, corn, cotton, 
or wheat, the basis or security upon 
which circulating notes would be is- 
sued.

Nor shall anything herein contained 
be construed to prohibit such notes

It is open to most serious question 
whether Mr. Henry and the other rad- 
icals did not get just what they want- 
ed.

It is very different when the United 
States Government is brought into the 
transaction, or when currency is put 
out upon such security. It is a vi- 
cious principle, it is inviting trouble 
and disaster, to involve the credit of 
the Government at all in the issue of 
paper currency. With double force, 
therefore, it may be urged that if such 
notes, issued by the Government to 
the banks, are to be an obligation of 
the Government, the underlying secu- 
rity, over and above the reserve re- 
quirement, should be so liquid in its 
nature as not to permit any doubt of 
convertibility into immediate cash. 
Those members of the House Commit- 
tee who are called conservative were 
~~ too complacent in accepting 
this amendment as a compromise 
which baffled the designs of Mr. 
HENRY and his friends. 


‘ THE TARIFF ON ART. 

Against the duty of 25 per cent. ad 
valorem placed by the Senate amend- 
ments to the Tariff bill on all foreign 
paintings and sculpture less than fifty 
the American Free Art 
League, the Association of American 
| Painters and Sculptors, the American 
| Federation of Arts, and other socie- 
ties, as well as many individual art- 
ists, have lodged protests with the 
Conference Committee on the tariff, 
now in session. There is, it seems, 
no strong support in Congress for 
the proposed tariff on art. None of 
the Senators on the Conference Com- 
mittee spoke in the Senate in favor 
of the amendment to the provision for 
free art in the Underwood bill. Sen- 
ator WILLIAMS of Mississippi, who {fs 
a member of the committee, is an ad- 
vocate of free art. There is a good 
chance, therefore, that the tariff on 
art may be removed $ before the bill 
goes to the President for his signat- 


ure; but the time is short, and it is 


necessary that the Conference Com- 
mittee should be made to understand 
clearly that American artists general- 
ly favor the removal of the tax, that 


they scoff at the idea that they need 
protection from the competition of 


foreign artists. 

To-day it is possible for an Amer- 
ican citizen of moderate means to}; 
acquire works by Roprn, DeEGaAs, RE- 
NorR, and MoneET. With an extra 


charge of 25 per cent. the cost of 


works by those living masters will be 


needlessly increased. When they die 
the market value of their works will 


rise so greatly that people who are 
not very rich cannot hope to’ possess 


them. This is only one of the argu-} 
ments in favor of free art presented | 


to the Committee of Ways and Means 
Mr. Joun QuINN when the Tariff 
bill was, framing. There are many 
other equally potent arguments in| 
favor of untaxed art. They are all 


familiar. There is nothing whatever 


to say in favor of a tariff on art 
(which will never add much to the 
Government’s revenues) except that 
rich men frequently buy pictures, and 
rich men ought to be taxed whenever 


there is a chance to tax them. 





MEXICAN - RUMORS. 

On the eve of the Mexican celebra- 
tion of Father Hipar6éo’s uprising 
against the Spaniards, always of late 
an occasion of much rejoicing and 
military display, there seems to be 
more than usual uncertainty at Wash- 
ington in regard to our international 
relations. In Congress yesterday the 
extraordinary bill appropriating an- 
other sum of $100,000 to help Amer- 
icans to get out of Mexico was passed, 
without, the formality of reference to 
a committee, but not until Senator 
Bristow of Kansas had found an op- 
portunity to criticise the President’s 
warning to Americans as “ unfortu- 
nate" because it had “ made the lot of 
“Americans in Mexico very much 
“harder than it was before.” This 
seems to be the general feeling among 
Americans who have business inter- 
ests in Mexico. Many of our com- 
patriots, to be sure, are availing them- 
selves of the Government’s offer to 
help them out; but they are poor, and 
‘have no business left to attend to. 
Probably if the British Government 
should offer to pay the passage home 
of Englishmen in America the Con- 
suls’ offices would be overrun by ap- 
plicants for free passage. That would 
not prove that the lives of English- 
men in this country were in danger. 

The reporis that bandits have capt- 
ured 100 American refugees journey- 
ing from Torreon to Saltillo are still 
unverified. There is no lack of armed 
bandits, it seems, in all parts of Mex- 
ico, and they will kill for very little 
profit and often treat their prisoners 
with shameful indignities. But the 
| Constitutionglists, so-called, whom

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Wwe are expected to regard as Mexican 
patriots, are said to control the coun- 
try between the two cities named, and 
they would scarcely injure American 
citizens. Probably the rumors have 
no more basis in fact than most of 
the other tales that come from Mex- 
ico. Probably, also, there is not the 
slightest danger of any outbreak 
against Americats in the capital, or 
elsewhere, on Independence Day. The 
only really significant news lately 
concerns the “withdrawal of HvuERTA«’s 
Cabinet officers. MoNDRAGON has been 
followed by RrYEs and Urrutia. The 
reasons for their resignations are not 
known, but generally when Cabinet 
officers retire in Mexico it is because 
the Executive has no further use for 
them, and it must be confessed that 
the list of prominent Mexicans still 
persona grata with HvurERrTA seems to 
be growing small.

FRANCE’S NEW ORDER FOR SER- 
VANTS. 

The servant problem has become a 
difficult one for all modern countries 
and an increasingly difficult one in 
countries where, as in F:ance and 
the United States, republican institu- 
tions tend to the leveling of the dis- 
tinctions. Having tried ’almost all 
expedients to remedy this defect in 
our modern social order and without 
success, France is now falling back 
upon the old order, to the extent, at 
least, of using class distinctions as a 
meed of honor by instituting by Gov- 
ernment decree a new order to be 
called the Distinguished Domestic 
Service Order. Under the law passed 
last July all domestic servants who 
have faithfully performed the duties 
of their estate, and whose conduct is 
irreproachable, shall, on the comple- 
tion of thirty years in service, or even 


for less time under certain specified | 


conditions, be admitted to the order 
and be entitled to wear a tricolored 
ribbon in their buttonholes. 

The appeal is to a primal instinct in 
human nature under favorable condi- 
tions, but it is doubtful whether many 
will ever be qualified for admission 
into the new order. Even in SHAKE-

MAXIMILIAN. IN N MEXICO. 
Neither Europe nor America is cel- 


ebrating an anniversary of great his- 
toric interest, the offer, fifty years 
ago this month, of the imperial crown 
of Mexico to Prince MAXIMILIAN, 


younger brother of the Emperor 
FrRaNcis Josepu of Austria, at his 


castle of Miramar on the Adriatic. 


In that beautiful home built by him- 
self MAXIMILIAN, who had retired a 
few years before from the Vice Roy- 
alty of Lombardy, was enjoying ideal 
happiness with his young Wife, Car- 
LOTTA, daughter of Lropoutp I. of 
Belgium, when summoned at the in- 
stance of Napouron III. to a throne 
propped up by French bayonets. 
NAPOLEON had long cherished the de- 
sign to establish a vassal empire in 
Mexico, and in our civil war he saw 
his opportunity. The story of French 
invasion and occupation is well 
known. 

Secretary SEWARD, as the war drew 
toward its close, increased the urgen- 
cy of his demand, repeatedly made, 
that the French should evacuate 
Mexico, and leave the Mexicans free 
to set up their own Government. 
NAPOLEON dared not challenge the 
United States by a refusal. Gen. 
Pitre H. SHERIDAN was on the Rio 
Grande with .a seasoned and dis- 
ciplined army; other great armies of 
veterans were ready to obey the sum- 
mons to battle, and Gens. GRANT and 
SHERMAN would willingly have fol- 
lowed in the footsteps of Scorr and 
TayLor. The French troops were 
withdrawn. MAXIMILIAN, deceived as 
to the strength of his cause with the 
natives, refused to accompany Ba- 
ZAIN across the ocean, and the 
month of May, 1867, saw the Emperor 
shut up with a small force at Quére- 
taro, surrounded by an army of 40,000 
Mexican avengers. 

In those final days of his life and 
reign the hapless Austrian Prince ex- 
hibited a courage and nobility of 
character worthy of a descendaht of 
Mania Tata. He faced death — 


more than reckless daring; he shared 
all the privations of his faithful ad- 
herents, and he was preparing to cut 
his way out through the host of be- 
siegers when treachery delivered him 
to the enemy. 

MIGUEL: LoPEz was the Benedict 
Arnold of Quéretaro; personal im- 
munity and 2,000 ounces of gold the 
price. Lopez held the key to Quére- 
taro—-the convent of La Cruz. 
MAXIMILIAN had been his friend and 
generous patron, and had appointed 
him chief of the imperial guard. 
Lopez discerned the approaching 


downfall of his sovereign and re- 


solved to save himself by betraying 
him to the enemy. The Liberal troops 
were admitted to La Cruz, and the 
Emperor and his officers were pris- 
oners. 

In vain the Princess SALM-SALM, 


representing one of the proudest fam- 
ilies in Europe, bent her knees before 
the Indian President of Mexico and 
pleaded for the life of MAXIMILIAN. 
“ Boys, aim well—aim at my heart! ” 
was MAXIMILIAN’S request to his exe- 
cutioners. “Oh man!” was his last 
cry as he fell, the victim of his own 
folly and of Louis NAPOLEON’S per- 
fidy. The volley which pierced his 
breast was the knell of the Bonaparte 
dynasty. Gravelotte was but little 
more than three years from Quére- 


taro. 

CaRLoTTA knew nothing of her hus- 
band’s fate. Crushed by the refusal 
of NaApoLreon to recall his order for 
the withdrawal of the French troops 
from Mexico, she had become insane 
in the previous October, and has ever 
since been under safeguard in a royal 
palace in Belgium, having at times 
lucid intervals, during which, it is 
said, she writes her memoirs. She is 
now in her seventy- -fourth year. With 
her death will be, ended one of the 
most tragic chapters of history.

His mental 
condition was such that anxiety for his 
safety must have followed immediately 
upon his disappearance, but for over a 
week the search for him, while conduct- 
ed with some energy, was made with- 
out the enormous help it would have had 
if everybody had been more or less on 
the watch for the missing man. 

_That those who saw the mutilated 
body did not identify it is not particu- 
larly strange, though several of them 
had known SULLIVAN well in life and all 
had seen his pictures. Death is a won- 
derful changer of expression, as is 
shown by the frequency with which 
false identifications are made in cases 
where mistakes would seem to be im- 


possible. 

SuLuivan’s friends, however, though 
themselves in part to blame for his nar- 
row escape from burial in Potter’s Field, 
have @ real grievance against the Coro- 


ners’ office and the police, not because 


of their failure to recognize the victim of 
the railway accident at sight, but be- 
cause they apparently made no efforts 
at all to use the many clues which, if 
intelligently used, would have led 
straight and soon to recognition. The 


clear implication that the perfunctory 


treatment of this case is all that some 
others, and perhaps many, like it re- 
ceive can hardly be avoided, and that is 
something that gives the episode a gen- 
eral interest and is calculated to excite 
an indignation far wider than is sympa- 
thy with grief for the death of a man 


like Suttivan, In spite af the kindliness 
that was one of his characteristics—a 


kindliness, by the way, that was ex- 
tremely profitable to him and that he 
knew well how to capitalize—an un- 
marked grave would not have been the 
least fitting termination of his career.

for those at highway grade we are of 
course in sympathy. Every grade 
crossing is a public danger, and hardly 
a day passes without the recording of 
one or more fatalities at these death 
traps for human beings—traps the 
terrible effectiveness of which experi- 
ence has only too well demonstrated, 
As it happens, however, the responsi- 
bility for grade crossings is one about 
equally divided between the railways 
and the public. Between them they de- 
cided long ago that roads thus built 
were preferable to no roads at all in 
many regions of limited traffic or to 
long delays in building while waiting 
for something like assurance of im- 
mediate profit. 

Thus has arisen the present situation, 
presenting the embarrassing dilemma 
that the grade cressings are almost or 
quite intolerable, while their removal 
is so costly as to be well nigh un- 
thinkable either by the corporations 
who would spend the money or by the 
public out of which, of course, it would 
all have to come. 

A circular on the subject just issued 
by the Pennsylvania Railway declares 
that to eliminate the grade crossingg on 
that road alone would cost $600,000,000. 
That is a truly appalling amount, and 
it justifies the road in calling attention 
to what-we all know to be a fact—that 
only in the rarest instances is anybody 
killed or hurt at one of these crossings 
who has not himself been guilty of gross 
contributory negligence. A grade cross- 
ing is safe enough for anybody who 
will heed the old exhortation to ‘‘ stop, 
look, and listen” before venturing on 
the track. This simple precaution a 
few people already take, but they are 
very few who stop, and not many more 
do any real looking or listening.

WILD BIRD SLAUGHTER. 


Species Which H Have Suffered from 
Feather Trade’s Ravages. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A letter signed Herbert Syrett in THE 
TIMES contains some statements in re- 
gard to the feather trade and its rela- 
tion to bird life that one in sympathy 
with the work of the Audubon Societies 
cannot well pass over. 

He asks for the:name and habitat of 
any species of wild bira that has been 
reduced appreciably in‘ numbers’ or 
brought near to extermination by the 
agents of the trade. The snowy heron 
and American egret of Florida have 
been so reduced. A comparatively few 
yéars ago they wefe found in Florida 
in countless thousands. ‘lo-day they 
exist in small numbers in preserves and 
shelters that have been established by 
societies and individuals interested in 
bird protection, and they exist there 
solely because they are guarded by 
wardens with guns in their hands. ‘hese 
birds were slaughtered to provide the 
aigrettes of the millinery trade. 

The sea birds: of our coast, which, 
like the herons, gather in colonies to 
nest, have heen subjected to the same 
persecution with the same result. The 
last tern, once a common species in 
this vicinity, to-day nests in just one 
protected rookery north of the North 
Carolina coast, and that is on Martha’s 
Vineyard. 

Mr. Syrett states that the ostrich and 
rhea would tong since have been ex- 
terminated (by the feather trade, he 
failed to add) if the feather trade had 
not found it more profitable to raise 
the birds on farms.

‘plucked’ withogt injury as the os- 
trich can in the moulting season, but 
must be kille@ (and that at the breed- 
ing time) before their feathers become 
available. 

it is not the object of the Audubon 
Societies to save birds by domestica- 
tion, but to protect and preserve them 
in their wild state, not only for their 
own sake, but for the sake of our for- 
ests and farms. There would be no 
need to save the egret and bird of 
paradise by domestication if it were not 
for the slaughter of these species for 
millinery purposes. 

Finally Mr. Syrett reminds us that |} 
feather dealers and importers are some | 
times American citizens. ‘'T’ hey are. So 
were the slave traders. So are the dis- 
tributers of adulterated food, the em- 
ployers of child labor, Mr. Harry Thaw 
and ‘*Gyp the Blood.’ What has that 
to do with the case?

PLAYS AND SEX INSTINCT 


A Reply to Prof. Mecastebees! $ 
Article in Sunday’s Times. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The sensational agitation against the 
so-called “‘ white-slave ’’’ plays found a 
strange and somewhat illogical echo in 
Prof. Muensterberg’s article in your is- 
sue of yesterday. Prof. Muensterberg 
bases his opposition solely on psycho- 
logical grounds, whereas those who 
have been leading the movement to 
ciose ‘‘The Fight’’ and ‘‘ The Lure” 
have apparently been moved by aes- 
thetic reasons only. There is no com- 
mon footing on which these two can 
meet, but of the two that of Prof. 
Muensterberg seems by far the weaker, 
because it starts from a premise not 
exactly in accordance with generally 
accepted facts. 

The argument of the professor rests 
on the fact that discussion of sexual 
problems brings into play what he 
would have us believe are normally 
dormant emotions. But it cannot be de- 
nied that in the adolescent period this 
wonderful discovery of something new 
occupies an extremely large amount of 
the time and attention of young people, 
that all reading of matter even tinged 
by eroticism causes an almost unbeliev- 
able response, that they curiously pry 
into all matters concerning which there 
has been lack of knowledge previously, 
and, principally, that it is only in very 
rare cases that they do not receive a 
plethora of information on sex subjects, 
and this usually in a way absolutely ob- 
jectionable, 

In these, 
fore, it is 


as in so many cases, there- 
not ignorance which is at 
fazlt (as Prof. Muensterberg would 
have us believe the cry of those 
supporting the view opposed to his) but 
merely lack of frankness. It is the 
wrong sort of information that is most 
widely disseminated. 

The article gives, very correctly, 
reasons for the “ fall of women,” but 
it should be remembered that the sub- 
jJect of both these plays is not that, but 
white slavery, and while knowledge of 
what white slavers are doing will not 
always prevent girls from falling into 
the traps set for them, the public sen- 
timent aroused, especially among those 
who otherwise are blind to what they 
do not see, cannot help but have a de- 
cidedly beneficial effect. 

The article continues by saying: ‘‘ We 
may instruct with the best intention 
| to suppress, and yet our instruction it- 
self must become a source of stimula- 
tion.” I do not believe that suppression 
has been aimed at; it is our desire to 
make normal the sex life—to make it 
cleaner by removing from it the mor- 
bidity which now attaches to it. As 
to the second part of the quotation, only 
those who have for some time discussed 
these matters freely and sanely have 
been able to rid themselves of that stim- 
ulation which an earlier, narrower edu- 
cation imposed by its policy of secrecy. 

But for these who do not so believe, 
what is ‘‘the trained respect for the 
mysterious unknown” of which Prof. 
Muensterberg speaks? How will you 
train the adolescent to respect that of 
which you dare tell him—nothing? 
Surely that policy .has resulted in 
enough misery, and surely it is better 
to teach an avoidance of evil than sim- 
ply to avoid teaching.

15,000 DEFECTIVES 
MENACE NE NEW YORK 


Dr. Schlapp of 2 neceanealall 
Hospital Says Homes Must Be 


Provided for Their Care. 


FERTILE SOURCE OF CRIME 


Dangerous Subjects Are Released 


Now from Overcrowded Asylums 
at the Whim of Relatives. 


There are 15,000 mentally defective 
children and adults in New York City 
and more than 35,000 in Ene State, ac- 
cording to a statement made yesterday 
by Dr. M. G. Schlapp of the Post-Grad- 
uate Hospital, which is the “ clearing 
house ”’ for defectives for the city. The 
State institutions were capable of han- 
dling only some 6,000 of these patients, 
he asserted. Dr. Schlapp insisted that 
steps must be taken both by the city 
and the State to provide institutions to 
which such children and adults might 
be committed, and to prevent these 
being released at the whims of their 
parents or other relatives. 

“The importance of this recommen- 
dation is apparent,’’ Dr. Schlapp said, 
‘“‘from the fact that almost every de- 
fective child is a potential criminal, If 
not surrounded by proper influences, 
these children are a menace to the 
community, especially in the period of 
adolescence. From the public schools, 
the Society for the Prevention of Cru- 
elty to Children, the police courts, hos- 
pitals, orphan asylums, charity organi- 
zations, the Department of Health, and 
all public and private philanthropic 
sources cases of children and adults are 
sent to us for tabulation and examina- 
tion. 

‘““We make a scientific record of all 
cases with clinical and pathological 
tests, and as a result of our labors the 
defective is committed to an institution 
where he will be properly cared for. 
Then comes the discouraging feature of 
the situation. A few months elapse, or 
perhaps a year or two goes by. Then 
the mother of the child or the family 
of the adult are stirred a natural 
desire to take back their loved one into 
their home. We have no way of pre- 
venting this from being done, and as a 
matter of fact under the present inade- 
quate arrangements the institutions are 
only too willing to open their gates. It 
is a case of opening the back door to 
discharge a patient to make room for a 
new case waiting for admission at the 
front door. 

“Another condition which I desire to 
make known to the public is the utter 
lack of proper co-operation on the part 
of the city officials and the eprivate 
organizations which commit defectives 
to our care. It is absolutely essential 
to a proper investigation of these cases 
that the parents of a child should come 
here with the boy or girl and we have 
insisted time and again that we would 
not receive patients unless this 
was observed. Nevertheless, 
simple request is ignored more 
than it is observed. There are’ ques- 
tions bearing upon congenital mental 
defection which only the parents of a 
child can answer. Pre-natal condi- 
tions, transmissible disease on the part 
of either parent, environment, and tha 
history of the child from birth as to 
fevers or other diseases from which it 
has suffered, all these things are im- 
portant for us to learn. 

““More important than anything else 
is the immediate necessity for financial 
a:d from the city. The hospi tal is ful- 
filling a public function and should re- 
ceive some support from the city if we 
are to continue this work. . We should 
also reéccive proper co-operation from 
the Departments of Education, Corree- 
tion, and Charities, which send a large 
vercentage of our cases to us. We hold 

clinics daily and examine from 30 te 

75 patients at euch session.” 

Dr. Schlapp said that of the 
received more than 80 per cent. 
found to be true mental defectives. 

We sometimes get patients 
prove to be perfectly normal,” he con- 
tinued. ‘Sometimes, in the case of 
school children, they are merely in- 
stances of retarded mental development 
from physical causes—such as adenoids 
or some other affliction. Such cases 
Gan be cured but are subjects for medi- 
cal _Oor surgical treatment. True de- 
tectives cannot be cured. All that cau 
be done for them is to assure the pae 
tients proper care and environment. 

We have found that no scientific 
dependence can be put upon the so- 
called physical indications of degen- 
eracy. Malformed palates, ears and 
other physical attributes generally ac- 
credited to degenerates are often in evie 
dence in perfectly normal individuals. 
On the other hand we receive degene- 
rates who have absolutely no physical 
defects.’ 

Dr. Schlapp added that his investiga. 
tigns had tended to discredit the eugeni@ 
theory. 

“Of course heredity plays a part.” ha 
said, “but the theory is carried to ex- 
tremes. Environment is a more ime 
portant factor. By environment I in:« 
clude the surroundings of the mothef 
in the pre-natal period and all out« 
side influences which 
bear upon the defective before and af- 
ter birth. 


Dr. Schlapp invited a reporter for 
THE NEw YORK Timgs to attend a clinic 
which lasted three hours, in the course 
of which more than forty patients were 
examined. The cases ranged from that 
of a. little boy 6 years old to a woman 
of 32. In each case the Binet test wa 
used, consisting of questions aan 
on charts. — problems in arithe 
metic were put, and: the subjects were 
asked to gepeat numerals. A woman 23 
years old was found to possess the 
mentality of a normal child of 4 years. 
A boy of 12, a confirmed runaway, had 
the. intelligence ‘of a_ three-year-old 
child. This boy spoke usually in mono- 
syllables, repeating such words as 
“* books,”’ park,”’ and ‘“‘ teacher.” Te 
could not count or compose a_ sen- 
tence. He made his wants known 
by saying “hungry,” ‘“ water,” or 
by gestures. The father of this 
lad desired to take him home, as- 
serting that his wife was crying for her 
son. Before consenting to surrender 
the patient Dr. Schlapp sent the father 
to the Children’s Society, which had 
committed him to his charge. 

“ That is a typical case,” said Dr. 
Schlapp. “That boy is just entering 
upon the adolescent period. He has the 
mind of a three-year-old and the in- 
stinct of a youth. He is irresponsible, 
and if wat free is certain to run away 
from home again and may commit some 
criminal act.’’ 

Dr. Schlapp announced that from Oci. 
7 to Oct. 30 an exhibition of the work 
done by the Post-Graduate Hospital in 
its clinics would be open to the public 
in the Metropolitan Life Building. The 
exhibition will be illustrated with thou- 
sands of photographs and charts. Part 
of the daily programme will consist of 
a moving-picture play in several reels, 
portraying the careers of three boys 
from birth to manhood. AI] three are 
defectives.

is by this time well known this is an| 
attempt to give opera at low prices, and | 
chiefly in English, for a large class ot | 
music lovers who are supposed to be 
debarred from the joys of opera as it 
has hitherto been given in New York, 
on account of its and in- 
creasing cost. It is by no means the 
first time that such an attempt has been 
made, but its projectors hope that a 
more favorable set of circumstances, or 
& more intelligent use of them, will 
bring a iasting success to this latest 
venture. It is an experiment fraught 
with many beneficent possibilities if suc- 
cess is attained; and the results of the 


opening night seemed to be auspicious, 
so far as the results of an opening night 
™may be taken as significant. 

The opera was Verdi's ‘‘ Aida.’’ The 
gudience room was crowded in all its 

arts, as uudience rooms are likely to 
e on first nights. There was enthusi- 
asm—also frequently abundant on first 
nights—and there was obviously a gen- 
erous spirit of approval throughout the 
house for a performance which, under 
the circumstances, had many excel- 
lences. ‘“ Aida’’ has had worse presenta- 
tions in New York at two and a half 
times the money than it nad last even- 
ing at. the Century Opera House, and 
those who witnessed the performance 
from the two-dollar seats, as well as 
from the twenty-five-cent ones, may 
well consider that they received a full 
value. 

The performance was in many re- 
epects vigorous and picturesque. It was 
not at all points notable for dramatic 
Yife nor for the vivid high light! and 
shadows for which this opera gives 
abundant opportunity; yet several of the 
scenes were not without brilliancy and 
the strong effects which can hardly 
fail in any respectable performance of 
** Alda.” 

the principal singers were prob- 
ably unknown to this public, but several 
of them have sung upon foreign stages. 
They showed in various degrees com- 
petency, experience and a knowledge 
of the stage that were commend- 
able. It was certainly not a_ per- 
formance dominated by the influence of

Mr. Kingston's method of singing is 
Bomewhat strenuous, and last evening, 
at any rate, he miade little use of the 
finer graces of .vocal technique. But it 
is a voice from which excellent things 
may be expected. 

Mr. Kreidler utilized with skill the op. 
portunities for picturesqueness and dra- 
matic power that the part of the royal 
captive gave him. Miss lioward’s Am- 
neris was better in voice than in the 
finer nuances of dramatic expression; 
although a elear conception and an 
{Intelligent purpose were manifested in 
her i: personation. All these singers are 
destined to become familiar to this pub- 
lic in the course of the next thirty-five 
weeks; and they will have an oppor- 
tunity to show their powers to better 
advantage than was possible on the oc- 
easion of a first night. 

The orchestra and the chorus likewise 
may be expected to present themselves 
somewhat more favorably than they did 
Jast evening. The orchestra is not large, 
and both its quality and ensemble need 
to be improved. The chorus did not 
found so fresh nor so voluminous as 
some American operatic choruses have 
sounded. But it did excellent work, and 
fs likely to better it. And Mr. Szendrei, 
the conductor, demonstrated capability 
in various directions—knowledge of the 
score, authority, a feeling for some of 
the less obvious dramatic effects of the 
music, as well as for those that are 
mot -hidden from the meanest intelli- 
gence. 

The opera was unusually well staged, 
and, indeed, very handsomely. Most, 
ff not all, of the scenes may have 
seemed familiar to habitués of the Met- 
ropolitan Opera House, as if they were 
the settings used there before the pres- 
ent ones were acquired. They are rich 
fn color and generally excellent in archi- 
tectural effect. The costumes, too, were 
epulent and appropriate. All that was 

resented to the eye, in fact, suggested 
he very material advantages Iikely to 
accrue to the Century Opera from its 
close and friendly relations with the 
Metropolitan. 

The scenic outfit was unusually fine 
and elaborate, and had muc& beauty 
of color and solidity of architectural 
effect; the Nile scene was picturesque 
in its suggestion of Oriental landscape. 
In fact, there was something familiar 
in all this scenery to habitués of the 
Metropolitan Opera House—something 
that suggested the scenic arrangements 
that were made for “ Aida’”’ before the 
settings now in use there were pro- 
vided a few years ago. The spectacle 
that ‘‘ Aida” afforded last evening was 
in truth one of the first fruits of the 
co-operation between the older and_the 
newer institutions that is expected to 
have a beneficent result upon the Cen- 
tury Opera’s productions. 

The costumes also were rich and va- 
ried, harmonious in color, and effective 
fn the groupings. And yet some mav 
have found it incongruous that Aida 
herself appeared In a garment so nearly 
approaching the present close fit of 
feminine fashion.

Just why the thinly veiled insinua- 
tions of French farce generally enjoy 
an immunity from a certain kind of 
criticism which is meted out to more 
serious plays of questionable taste is 
one of those things which cannot be ex- 
plained, though the effort is made to 
explain it occasionally on the gratuitous 
assumption that to denounce is to ad- 
vertise. Such being the case, one should 
hesitate, perhaps, to allude to the some- 
thing more than crass vulgarity of the 
final passages of Act I. in ‘*‘ Madam 
Presidept,’’ otherwise to be noted more 
as an example of longevity than for any 
other innate quality. 

Produced fifteen or twenty years ago 
this latest importation from the Palais 
Royal might have been regarded as fit 
subject for the use of the word 
‘Frenchy ’’—and to the Anglo-Saxon 
mind of, say, twenty years ago, what 
depths of ignominy that suggested. Now, 
however, as one sees the play the fact 
is apparent that something beside his- 
tory repeats itself. And one wonders at 
the susceptibility of that part of the 
Paris public which still goes to see such 
things. By way of extenuation for the 
Paris playgoer it may be admitted that 
their actors in these plays have a light- 
ness of touch and good-humored irre- 
sponsibility rarely approximated here. 

It certainly was not approximated 
last night. For Miss Fanny Ward's 
touch is not gossamer, nor is the method 
of any of the principal members of her 
company such as to create a sense of 
the innocuous. 

And so the final passages of the first 
act, with a Parisian music hall artiste 
passing herself off for the wife of a 
respectable rural Magistrate, and ‘ car- 
rying on’’ as these ladies are supposed 
to carry on with a flirtatious minister 
from Paris, merely left one in doubt as 
to whether it were time to call for the 
firemen or the gendarmes. Here, at 
least, there can be doubt of the intent, 
and certainly there was no question of 
the effect. 

What remained, however, was mostly 
familiar enough, with occasional pas- 
sages that created laughter after long 
periods of suspense, during which the 
obvious machinery of the farcical prep- 
aration was being laboriously prepared. 

The Magistrate’s wife comes to Paris 
to intercede with the minister in his 
behalf. And in the meantime the minis- 
ter has made an appointment to see the 
actress. There, having discarded her 
outer garments, the actress is wooed not 
only by the minister but hy his secre- 
tary, who is having a genuine love af- 
fair with the daughter of the Magis- 
trate. Ultimately the Magistrate’s wife 
arrives, is mistaken for the housemaid, 
and is asked by the minister to disrobe, 
the idea being to provide a garment for 
the actress, whose own clothes have dis- 
appeared. As may be inferred, the Mag- 
istrate now arrives, sees his wife minus 
her outer garments, is convinced of her 
duplicity, and becomes the general fool 
of everybody concerned. This brief reci- 
tal, let it be added, conveys a very slight 
impression of the entire affair which, 
though designedly naughty, wcs more 
often positively stupid. 

Everything is ultimately explained.

PROF. A. YAMBERY 
DIES IN BUDAPEST 


Traveler and Orientalist Whose 
Works Are Widely Read Was 
Honored by King Edward VII. 


HIS TRIP THROUGH ASIA 


Professor of Oriental Languages at 
Pest University Began His Ca- 
reer as a Tallor’s Apprentice. 


BUDAPEST, Hungary, Sept. 15.—Prof. 
Arminius Vambery, one of the best- 
known travelers and Orientalists of the 
nineteenth century, died here to-day in 
his eighty-second year. He was much 
revered both in his native Hungary and 
other countries, and his works were 
widely read. He traveled throughout 
Central Asia as a young man in the 
disguise of a dervish, and on his re- 
turn he was appointed Professor of 
Oriental Languages at Pest University 
owing to his profound knowledge of the 
various idioms. 


Prof. Vambery was uncertain as to 
the date of his birth. When asked to 
sign Queen Victoria’s birthday book at 
Windsor in 1889 he confessed his ignor- 
ance, and with the royal permission 
entered the date of March 19, 1832. He 
was the son of a devout Jew and dis- 
tinguished Talmudist named Bamber- 
ger, the name in time becoming changed 
into Magyar ‘‘ Vambery.”’ 

The young Vambery was first:a tail- 
or’s apprentice, then a pupil of Piarist 
Friars, and of Lutheran pastors, and 
subsequently became a private tuter of 
languages. A. taste for Oriental litera- 
ture led him in the later fifties to 
make his way to Constantinople. The 
influence of Turkish friends coupled 
with his abilities gained him an en- 
trance into Ottoman society, and by 


1861 he had become a veritable Effendi, 
with the name of Rashid. 

He obtained a subsidy of £80 from the 
Hungarian Academy of Sciences to visit 
Central Asia for the purpose of inves- 
tigating the affinities of the Magyar 
tongue, and joined a caravan of men- 
dicant pilgrims on its way back from 
Mecca to Persia, roaming about from 
Trebizond to Teheran, Bokhara, Samar- 
kand, Herat, and back to Teheran. Of 
the ever-present danger of detection and 
death he has told in his books, as also 
how he took precautionary steps to 
escape torture by carrying three strych- 
nine pills hidden in the wadding of his 
mantle. , 

On his return to Europe his native 
country, Hungary, practically ignored 
him, but in England he found a warm 
welcome and flattering recognition, 
— as a,traveler and as an Oriental- 
st. 

Subsequently he became professor of 
Oriental languages at the University of 
Pest, where he made his) home and 
conducted a propaganda against Rus- 
Sian expansion in Central Asia and in 
favor of a policy of active resistance 
on the part of Britain. He kept in 
constant touch with the East by cor- 
respondence as well as periodic visits 
to Constantinople, becoming in later 
years an adviser of Sultan Abdul 
Hamid. 

The British public was kept in touch 
with him through lectures, books, and 
letters in The Times, and his continued 
championship of British interests won 
him recognition from public men of both 
parties, as well as the friendship of the 
then Prince of Wales, who later, as 
King Edward VII., in 1902 bestowed on 
him the Commandership of the Victorian 
Order. . 

Prof. Vambery’s workg include ‘‘ Wan- 
derings and Adventures in Persia,” 
“ Sketches of Central Asia,’’ ‘* History 
of Bokhara,’’ ‘* Manners in - Oriental 
Countries,’’ ‘‘ The Turkish People,’’ and 
** Western Culture in Eastern Lands.’’ 


CHRISTOPHER MOLLER DIES. 


Wealthy New Yorker Slashed His 
Throat In London on Sept. 4. 


Christopher Moller, a wealthy New 
Yorker, who attempted suicide by slash- 
ing his throat with a razor early on the 
morning of Sept. 4 in his apartments 
at the Hotel Cecil in London, died there 
yesterday. He was 76 years old, and 
had retired from active business, al- 
though the New York Social Register 
still gives his address as 74 Wall Street. 
He had lived much in London in the last 
twenty years, and had been there this 


time since February. 

When he arrived he was accompanied 
by his daughter, who died in June, 
since when he had been subject to ex- 
treme melancholy at times, and it was 
at one of these periods that he made the 
attempt on his life that resulted fatally. 

His brother, Charles George Moller, of 
57 East Fifty-fifth Street, New York 
City, who had been in London on busi- 
ness which is believed to have been with 
the British War Office, gave Top Naw 
York TIMEs correspondent the following 
details at the time: 

“*My brother,” he said, “‘ intended re- 
turning to New York to-morrow with 
me on board the Amerika. He had 
been in bad health and extremely de- 
spondent since his daughter's death, as 
she was his constant companion. He 
passed a part of the Summer in the 
country, and came to London a few 
weeks ago, hoping for improvement in 
health, 
vals he seemed.out of his mind. I in- 
duced him to consider sailing.’’ 

Dr, Holmes, a throat specialist, sum- 
moned by the hotel management, told 
THE NEW YORK TIMES correspondent at 
the time that he believed Mr. Moller 
would recover.

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DR. DANIEL C. GREENE DIES. 


Missionary and Lecturer Was Dec- 
orated by Emperor of Japan. 


TOKIO, Sept. 15.—Dr. Daniel Crosby 
Greene, an American missionary, died 
here to-day at the age of 70. He was 
born in Roxbury, Boston. In June last 
Dr. Greene, who was the senior mis- 
sionary in Japan. of the American 
Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions, was decorated by the Em- 
peror with the Third Class of the Order 
of the Rising Sun, the highest order 
conferred on civilians resident in Japan. 


Dr. Greene was born in Boston, Mass., 
in 1843, the son of the Rev. David Cros- 
by. He was graduated from Dartmouth 
in 1864, received the degree of M. A. 
from Rutgers in 1879, and that of 
LL. D. from Dartmouth in 1909. 

He served in the civil war as a pri- 
vate in Company B, Seventh Squadron, 
Rhode Island Cavalry, and since 1869 
was a missionary of the American 
Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions in Japan, at Kobe, Yokohama, 
and elsewhere. He was President of the 
Asiatic Society of Japan in 1896 and 
again in 1901-2, also lecturer on Japan 
at Harvard‘ University, 1908-9. 

Dr. Greene was\the author of the 
“ Chinese New Testament, Prepared for 
Japanese Readers,’”’ and the ‘‘ Course of | 
Study for Students of Japanese Lan- 
guage.’’ He was a member of thé Com- | 
mittee for Revising the Japanese New 
Testament from 1910 to the day of his 
death, and also revised and brought up 
to date Ritter’s ‘‘ History of Protestant 
Missions in Japan.” He was the editor 
of the “Christian Movement in Its Re- 
lation to the New Life in Japan,’’ 1902-6 
and 1910-1911. 


Dr. Charles E. Campbell. 

Dr. Charles E. Campbell, one of the 
oldest practicing physicians in the city. 
died or Friday at his Summer home 
on Block Island, following an opera- | 
tion. His home here was at 212 Lenox | 
Avenue,’ Dr. Campbell was 72 years 
old and was born in Canada. He came 
to New York at the age of 16 and 
studled medicine in the New York 
Homoeopathic Medical College. He 
served as a surgeon on the medical 
staff during the civil war, stationed in 
Washington. In 1888 Dr. Campbell or- 


anized the Dexter Sulphide Pulp and 
aper Company, of which he was Presi- 
dent up to his death. He was also 
active in developing Block Island. He 
is survived by his wife and two sons, 
Dr. James E. Campbell and Dr. Clar- 
ence W. Campbell.

FRANCE’S NEW MOTOR GUNS 


Interest Observers at Manoeuvres 
—Troops’ Endurance Remarkable. 


MONTAUBAN, Sept. 15.—The French 
gunners’ method of handling tn action 
heavy artillery drawn by motor power 
was the chief point of interest to-day 
for foreign observers of the grand 
manoeuvres of the French army. 

The wheels of the motors are broad, 
with their outside tires’ composed of 
jointed steel. It has been found that 
the guns can be taken by this mean’ 


| across freshly ploughed fields, and over 


ditches and minor obstructions. 

When the heavy ordnance came into 
action to-day, the motor tires were 
uncoupled and spread out behind the 
cannon, forming rails on which the 
Pieces recoiled after firing, without 
sinking into the soil.

Coneerns the lay of the land 
in this section, where level spaces are 
unknown, this was indeed an enviable 
automobile performance. * 

The itinerary recommended is from 
Saranac by way of Lake Placid, the 
Cascade Lakes, Keene, Elizabethtown, 
Westport, Port Henry, Ticonderoga, 
Paradox, Schroon Lake, and Chester- 
town. Some rough sand from Cascade 
Lakes on the road to Keene will be en- 
countered, but good dirt roads charac- 
terize the run on to Westport. Turning 
south at Westport the run to Ticon- 
deroga is L quate rough but through good 
scenery, th every now and then two- 
mile stretches of splendid, smooth trav- 
eling. To Schroon Lake from Fort Ti 
the route is over narrow, sandy roads, 
but plenty of excellent turn-outs save 
the day, while the grades are not to be 
dreaded. Schroon Lake makes an ex- 
cellent lunching place. From. there to 
Lake George ts the new State road so 
long awajted. A_ short stretch-—from 
Warrensburg to Lake George—is con- 
crete, but cracks have already appeared, 
and patching up with tar and screenings 
is being resorted to.

A peculiar condition is presented by 
the latest change in the silk schedule 
of the new tariff, in that the more ex- 
pensive grades may now be imported 
with relatively less duty than the cheap- 
er kinds. The last change largely re- 
stored the silk schedule to a specific 
basis, a condition preferred by the trade, 
with the provision that no goods should 
be dutiable at less than 45 per cent. of 
their value nor at more than 55 per 


eent. Under this arrangement the im- 
porter will derive practically no benefit 
from the change on expensive silks, de- 
spite the peculiarity “previously noted, 
while on cheaper goods some Slight ad- | 
vantage may be gained.

silks was attributed yesterday to the 
fact that these goods are ordinarily 
lighter than cheaper silks, because of \ 
the fineness of their construction wae | 
lack of adulterants, and to the other! 
fact that 45 per cent. of theit value is 
usually a heavier tax than that which 
would be produced by charging for them 
on the basis of weight. According to 
a well-known local customs broker, sev- 
eral kinds of silk heretofore kept out 
of the country by the excessive duty 
will be brought in under the maximum 
duty arrangement. This duty was put 
jnto the bill at the request of the trade 
as a guard against jokers.

Ready for New Basket Law. 
Weights and measures officials in New 
Jersey are preparing for the enforce-- 
ment of the standard basket law, which 
will go into effect in that State on Nov. 
1. Under this law, all baskets must be 
of two, four, eight, sixteen, twenty, or 
thirty-two quart capacity, excepting in 
the sale of small fruits. Then baskets | 
of pint and quart capacity are allowed.

Increase of $64,300,000 in First | 
Seven Months of This Year. | 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15,.—According | 
to the detailed figures concerning the im- | 
ports and exports of the United States | 
for the month of July and the seven | 
months ended with July, 1913, given out | 
to-day by the Department of Commerce, 
foreign trade continues to grow in a 
most satisfactory manner. 

The aggregate trade in the seven| 
months was $2,346,144,612, and showed | 
an increase of more than $64,300,000 over 
the corresponding period of 1912. This 
total volume of foreign trade was di- 
vided into imports of $1,018,871,475, and 
exports of $1,827,278,137, showing a trade 
balance in our favor of $308,401,662. 

The United Kingdom is still far in the | 
lead as America’s best customer, the; 
sales to that nation in the seven months 
having exceeded $292,000,000, and pur- | 
chases therefrom amounting to almost | 
$155,500,000. Canada comes second, with 
purchases from us amounting to more} 
than $247,500,000, and sales to us ex- 
ceeding $67,600,000, an aggregate trade 
of over $315,000,000. Germany is third, 
with a total trade of more than $268,500,- 
000, of which over $102,400,000 were sales 
to us and over $166,100,000 were pur- 
chases from us. France is fourth, with 
a total trade of $133,338,214, divided into 
$71,359,704 sales to us and $61,973,510) 
purchases from us. France, however, is | 
closely pressed by Cuba, which comes 
next, th a total trade of $126,585,410, 
made up of $85,787,678 sales to us and|

The Board of United States General 
Appraisers yesterday overruled a pro- 
test’ by the Reed Brothers Company on 
ramie hats, taxed under the Tariff act 
of 1909 at 60 per cent. ad valorem 
under paragraph 349, covering articles 
made from ramie braids. The import- 
ers asked lower duty on the ground that 
the ‘nats were not made from braids, 


but from ramie material. Official sam- 
ples were considered. 

The board decided that Nigari, a Jap- 
anese product imported by the T. Ka- 
gawa Company, was properly assessed 
under the present tariff at 9 cents a 
gallon as mineral water. It was con- 
tended that the water was used to 
harden various vegetable preparations, 
and should have been admitted at 10 or 
20 per cent. ad valorem, either as an 
unenumerated unmanufactured article 
or as a product of salt manufactured 
but not named in the law.

Stocks React in Active Trading 
—Firmer Money a Factor 
—The Gold Outlook.

The stock market had to stand yes- 
terday the test of a good deal of selling 
induced by last week’s rise in prices, 
and it did so without yielding more than 
& small fraction of the gains which it 
had previously made, Considerable sell- 
ing was done for foreign account, the 
disposition of Europe being apparently 
|to profit by the present level of prices 
|here to lessen its commitments in our 
| Stocks. Looking merely: at the surface 
record of prices the reaction which 
occurred assumed no other aspect than 
a normal setback after a sharp advance. 
It may well be, however, that under the 
surface there was at work a realization 
|of the fact that last week's expansion 
jin Stock Exchange activities had al- 
ready put the money market under de- 
mands which found reflection in a gen- 
'eral, although moderate, rise in rates 
yesterday. The renewal rate for call 
money was 3 per cent., ‘compared with 
2% per cent. at the close of last week, 
and time rates also advanced. 

The belief which has lately been 
formed in banking circles ‘that the 
money stringency which earlier in the 
year had been feared for this Fall will 
be avoided has been based at least in 
part upon the assumption that the 
money market would not be called upon 
;to finance any extensive speculative 
| operations in the stock market or else- 
| where. Improvement in the money out- 
look was almost certain to find reflec- 
{tion in the stock market, but it has 
| been realized by many observers of the 
| Situation that unless this interaction 
| between the money markets and the se- 
curities markets was nicely adjusted 
| there was danker of an undesired 
tightening of interest rates. Some let- 
up, therefore, in the pace at which the 


stock market was advancing last week 
was welcome to those in the financial 
district outside\.of the circle imme- 
diately interested in, the operations on 
the Stock Exchange. At the same time 
it was recognized that the money mar- 
ket would not be affected so much by 
the mere advance in prices as by an in- 
crease in the volume of stocks carried 
in speculative accounts. It may well be 
that there has been no such inerease 
commensurate with the rise-which has 
taken place in the market as a whole, 
and more particularly in a few of the 
leading issues, The market had no 
fresh information regarding a possible 
Union Pacific distribution on which to 
base further operations in that stock, 
and it suffered a substantial reaction 
on profitetaking sales. The matter of 
a distribution has not yet been con- 
sidered by the board, although it is ex- 
pected to be in the relatively near fu- 
ture. .The leadership which Reading 
had assumed:on Saturday was not dis- 
puted yesterday. Reading reacted with 
with the rest of the market in the after- 
the rest of the market in the after- 
than did any of the other active issues. 
The idea of a special distribution which 
was 50 potent in advancing Union Pa- 
cific underlies the attention which in 
turn has been paid to Reading. In the 
eyes of many traders the Government 
suit against that company is merely a 
prelude to the long-talked-of segrega- 
tion of the Reading companies. 

Although discount rates at London 
showed a tendency toward greater firm- 
ness, and alfhough Europe was a seller 
of stocks here, exchange rates declined. 
Demand sterling was offered for to-day 
as low as 4.8550. The supply of bills 
thus outweighed several factors which 
normally would serve to advance ex- 
change rates. These are not now so 
much above the gold point as to pre- 
clude interest on the part of our bank- 
ers in the possibility of a movement in 
this direction. Yesterday Berlin ob- 
tained the bulk of the new gold arriv- 
ing in London, The German market 
may be expected, moreover, to appear 
as a bidder during the balance of this 
month, or until its preparation for the 
quarterly settlements at the end of 
September have been completed, There- 
after, it seems not improbable, we may 
have an opportunity to obtain a share 
of the new gold arriving from South 
Africa. This supply is Ukely to be 
fairly liberal, as is suggested by the 
fact that the largest single consign- 
ment ever made from South Africa is 
now on its way to London. By the 
early part of October cotton bills, which 
have already appeared in sufficient 
quantity to be a factor in the exchange 
market, will be coming forward in larger 
quantities,’ and will to that extent be 
increasing our opportunity to draw gold 
from London. With so many of the 
New York banks now running under 
their reserves, and with the surplus 
for all institutions standing at a small 
figure, the ehance of gold imports will 
be more welcome than it would have 
been some weeks ago, when it geemed 
likely that the proposed Treasuty de- 
posits would do away with any real 
need of New York’s obtaining gold 
abroad. These deposits may yet in fact 
proye sufficient to meet the require- 
ments of the situation, but that is not 
now wholly clear. 

According to advices received in the 
financial district, there had been de- 
posited up to the end of last week, under 
the Treasury’s circular of Aug. 18, a 
total of about $8,000,000. While the 
banks in the South had been obtaining 
this money from the Treasury, a few 
banks in other sections appear to have 
been surrendering their Federal depos- 
its. This seems to have been one of 
the factors which have served to lessen 
the benefit which the money market 
up to the present has derived from these 
special deposits of Treasury funds. It 
seems also to account in part for the 
selling orders which have carried Gov- 
ernment 2 per cent. bonds under 98. 
They sold yesterday at 97%. It is be- 
lieved that some banks are being led 
to surrender their Government deposits 
because of the provision in the Cur- 


rency bill that all Government deposits 
held by the national banks shall be 
turned over to the Federal reserve 
banks within one year after the estab- 
lishment of those banks. The effect 
which that transfer of deposits might 
have upon the price of United States 
bonds is a substantial factor in the Gov- 


ernment bond market.

ye Governors ‘of the Stock Exchange 
had an entirely new problem laid before 
them through the decision of Iederal 
Sugar Refining Company § stockhold- 
ers to remove the common and preferred 
shares from the official list. ‘here 
have been occasions when the Exchange 
itself ruled that certain issues should 
be taken off because of lack of obedi- 
ence to established rules on the part of 
corporation officials, but never before 
has a@ company decided to strike its 
stocks off the list. “Superficially, it 
would seem that the vote of so large a 
majority of shareholders as 84 per cent, 
would be conclusive without the Stock 
Exehange voicing any opinion, especial- 
jy in the case of a company whose 
stock is very closely held, but the Hix- 
change doeg not look at the matter in 
this light. The fact that a company’s 
shares are in the hands of a few owners 
does not alter the status of the Ex- 
change’s relations to the securities

Governors Not Satisfied. 

If the Federal Sugar stock enjoyed a 
wide market the duty of the Governors, 
under the rules of the Exchange, 
would be clear enough. They would be 
compelled to do all within their, power 
to protect the minority shareholders 
who had not voted to take the stocks 
off the board, even though it would be 
no more than to announce that efforts 
to obtain reports had been made and 
had failed, and that, in consequence, 
the stocks would hove to be struck from 
the list. Here, again, the principal of 
the Exchange laws comes into play. 


The Governors have nothing to do with 
the distribution or concentration of a 
company’s shares. The primary listing 
rule says that the Exchange must be 
notified yearly as to the progress of 
business and welfare of all companies 
whose shares are on the official roster, 
and the penalty for breaking this order 
is the removal of the shares. ‘Lhe Gov- 
ernors who talked of the federal Sugar 
vote yesterday said that the question of 
formally striking off the stocks would 
be considered at the reguiar meeting 
next week. Until the Governing Board 
decides either to allow the shares to be 
withdrawn without further notice or to 
take them off they will continue in 
trading. =
